Residents glimpse at city's 
future traffic problems 




Resldcnte pot their complaints down on paper.

The 50 or so residents who at- 
tended the public hearing at 
Kempsville Recreation Center 
Tuesday mght, got a glimpse of 
what Virginia Beach traffic 
problems are expected to be by 
the year 2010. 

The City Council got a similar 
presentation on city's future traf- 
fic needs during their session 
Monday from Robert Longfield 
of the consulting firm Harland 
Bartholomew and Associates. 

William Cashman, transpor- 
tation planner with the city, told 
the residents that the purpose of 
the public hearing was to obtain 
their suggestions foe- street im- 
provement. 

The study by lyOngfield's team 
has determined that Virginia 
Beach's population is expected to 
double in the next 25 years. 
Therefore, the traffic volume will

at least double. 

Longfield said his firm studied 
peak hour traffic at some 93 in- 
tersections in the city to deter- 
mine the level of major street 
needs. 

The study will look at im- 
provements that can be made to 
existing streets as well as plan for 
new streets. The streets were 
broken down into three groups of 
general improvement potential; 
good, fair and poor, 

"An example of fair widening 
potential would be Virginia 
Beach Boulevard," Longfield 
said. "The Princess Anne Road/ 
Lynnhaven Parkway intersection 
has good widening potential and 
the Laskin Road/Atlantic 
Avenue intersection has poor 
widening potential." 

Widening potential is deter- 
mined by how much right of way 
is available for the additional 
lanes and by seeing where the 



least disruption of the surroun- 
ding business or residential area 
would be. 

The study further broke down 
on a map different corridors of 
the city and estimated how many 
addjtionl traffic lanes would be 
needed by 2010. Some corridors 
in heavily populated or travelled 
areas would need 22-26 ad- 
ditional lanes. In areas with lower 
traffic volume, only 4-10 ad- 
ditional lanes were needed. 

"The major problems are in 
the western half of the city," 
Longfield said. "There will be 
considerable improvement needed 
in east 'to west travel<»in the 
western part of the city." 

In this second phase of the 
study, the planners are looking 
for a number of alternatives to 
present to City Council next 
month. They plan to take 
suggestions from citizens and

It's a whole different city from 
up there. Three hundred feet off 
the ground, the blues look bluer, 
the greens look greener and 
everything's just a whole lot pret- 
tier. 

For my maiden flight in a plane 
without fiight attendants, I was 
in the capable hands of Steve 
Owens, owner of Sky Signs, Inc. 

' '1 guess you can put us down 
in the paper as the other guys," 
Owens said. "We're not the ones 
that have been in the news 
lately." 

Owens has been a pilot for 
aboul 15 years and has been 
flying banners for nine years. He 
has logged 1 1 ,000 flight hours. 

After I was securely buckled in 
the back seat, we prepared for 
take off. Owens checked a lot of 
gauges, flipped several switches 
and tried to explain to this not so 



mechanically inclined reporter 
what he was doing, over the noise 
of the engine. 

The wheels started moving and 
we circled once to get ready for 
take off. We started taxing down 
the grass runway and then we 
were up, airborn and fiying over 
Back Bay first. 

It was a hazy, hot day and the 
sun glistened on the water. We 
flew over the rich Pungo far- 
mland and made our way toward 
the oceanfront. Owens said he 
was going to fiy as if we were 
towing a banner, even though we 
weren't. 

The banners are picked up in a 
field off Seaboard Road. He has 
another pilot, Todd Curry, who 
works with him. Owens says 
Curry files most of the banners 
now that the season is slacking 
off, but during the peak, they 
alternate picking up signs about 
every 30 minutes. A hook that 



resembles an anchor and a tow 
rope are attached to a special lat- 
ch on the back of, the plane near 
the back wheel. After the plane is 
airborn, the pilot will toss the 
hook out the window and it will 
trail in back of the plane. Owens 
uses adhesive tape to keep the 
rope from getting tangled in the 
rudder. This, he says, is one of 
the very dangerous things about 
flying banners. 

"Picking up the signs is 
probably the most dangerous 
part," he said. "You can't let 
that rope get tangled in the rud- 
der. And you don't want the 
banner to get wrapped ardund 
the tailw heel." 

We flew to where the signs are 
laid out on the field, waiting to be 
picked up. The pilot aims the 
plane between two white poles 
where the banner is attached,

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Restaurants should lobby 
for tougher drinking laws 

Guest editorial 

Restaurant owners are worrying a lot about how 
far the "temperance movement" of the 1980s will 
go. Americans are waving away the bartender more 
to lose weight than to gain grace, but the at- 
mosphere in many state legislatures today echoes 
that of Congress in 1919, when teetotalers suc- 
cessfully lobbied for Prohibition. 

The urgency for tougher drinking laws is as sim- 
ple as it is shocking: more than 25,000 Americans 
are killed each year in drunk driving accidents. 
Congress has responded to that urgency by 
requiring all states to legislate a minimum drinking 
age of 21 by October 1987, or risk losing federal 
highway funds. Eight states have done so, and four 
have gone further, banning "happy hours" and 
other promotions that encourage irresponsible 
drinking. 

Leading the push for new drinking laws on the 
national and state level are grassroots organizations 
such as Mothers Against Drunk Driving (MADD) 
and its acronymical relatives: DADD (dads), 
SADD (students), TADD (teachers). These 
organizations' names reveal their emphasis on teens 
and young adults, the age group most often killed- 
and killing others~in drunk driving accidents. 

Not coincidentally, 18- to 30-year-olds also are 
the core customer group for many restaurants and 
bars. They are the ones "targeted" by the drink 
discounters and "come on, get happy" advertisers. 
But as these young adults adopt more healthful 
lifestyles and express outrage over their friends* 
deaths on the roadside, restaurateurs see their drink 
sales literally drying up. 

The pressure for the restaurant industry to 
reform its promotion of alcoholic beverages has 
been immense. 

Recently, restaurant owners have taken all of the 
predictable, painless steps to reduce alcohol-related 
traffic deaths: more training on how to prevent 
customers from getting drunk, designated driver 
programs, free food and taxi rides when customers 
do become intoxicated. The problem is that 
restaurateurs cite these meager, voluntary steps as 
the reason why tougher drinking laws are "un- 
necessary." 

I have a modest proposal for American 
restaurant and bar owners: ban all promotions that 
encourage the rapid or irresponsible consumption 
of alcohol, then lobby your state legislatures to 
make such promotions illegal. 

"Why would I want to cut my beverage sales?" 
the restaurateurs ask. Well, the best and most ob- 
vious reason is that your customers are good for 
business only as long as they are alive. 

Another reason is that responsible demand for 
alcohol remains fairly constant. Through drinking 
promotions such as two-for-ones and all-you-can- 
drink specials, some restaurants derive more than 
half of their sales from beverages. But restaurants 
that do not rely on discount drinks to lure 
customers typically maintain a steady ratio of food- 
to-beverage sales. 

A third reason for backing responsible drinking 
laws is that social trends create business oppor- 
tunities. For example, when consumers moderate 
their drinking habits, they create a demand for 
non-alcoholic beverages and low-alcoholic beers 
and wines. 

As a politically conservative businessman, 1 find 
it distasteful when, we must legislate responsible 
behavior. But as a.fether of four daughters, I sup- 
port tougher drinking laws because the restaurant 
industry has not voluntarily policed itself. 

A few months ago, another acronym joined the 
ranks of this cause: BADD, Bartenders Against 
Drunk Driving. BADD's common-sense position is 
to care for restaurant customers, because without 
customers, bartenders don't have jobs. 

But BADD also could be interpretwl as Business 
Against Drunk Driving. Perhaps restaurant owners 
will pick up on what their bartenders have begun- 
accepting part of the responsibility to end drunk 
driving. After all, it is inside restaurants that 
customers decide how much that they will drink. 

Tougher drinking laws will not prevent all 
alcohol-related traffic accidents, but raising the 
drinking age to 21 and banning happy hours are 
easy, reasonable steps toward significantly 
reducing those accidents. It's a sotwr, healthy

Move city hall to downtown 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

ITEM— Health Department's Vital Records Of- 
fice To Move (to central location near Pembroke 
Mall - "Downtown") 

ITEM— City May Consolidate Human Service 
Offices "City officials are considering a six-acre 
site on Virginia Beach Boulevard to futher cen- 
tralize human service offices." 

This is a good trend: put city activities where 
they are convenient to the public. All city services 
(city hall) should be centralized where the people 
are, not way out there with the horses and cows. 
The courts and other city offices should also be 
conveniently accessible and available to all citizens 
of the city. 

It's not fair to have City Hall so far away from 
most people way out there with the cows and hor- 
ses. Also, it effectively restricts the voice of those 
with limited time and transportation. 

I don't believe that the population center will 
ever be anywhere near Priiidftss Anne Village. 
Much of the area in southern Virginia Beach is 
either water, marsh, or otherwise unavailable for 
suburban sprawl due to environmental con- 
siderations. 

We should consider, resolve and remedy 
another inequity of the merger of the City of 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne county. The 



discrimination should end against those without 
the time and transportation to attend council 
meetings at a location way out in the woods 
somewhere down by North Carolina, so far from 
the center of population. 

The Study Commission on Local Government is 
reviewing the matter of the size and composition 
of the city council, whether the mayor should be 
directly elected, etc. In addition, I recommend 
that they address the matter of time and place of 
meetings. 

Proper representation in the city council in- 
cludes accessibility of the meetings as well as size 
and composition of the elected body. Having city 
council meetings so far away from the population 
center is an infringement on the rights of the 
voters of Virginia Beach. 

Let's move City Hall Downtown where it 
belongs, and bring Virginia Beach into the 21st- 
century with a "golden triangle" high-tech center 
built around Princess Anne Univ^^sflly. Or, taairbe 
it could be called the "green triangle" — green for 
trees and money. 

Things are changing— let's get a jump on the 
changes, and be ahead! Assistance in developing 
these ideas will be appreciated.

The 
next step is to see which of the 
alternatives the city can afford. 

When the meeting was opened 
to questions, the relatively small 
turnout of citizens came alive. 

Many residents had complaints 
about the Independence Boule- 
vard/Pembroke area. One 
resident said that travel in that 
area "is impossible any time of 
day." 

Cashman urged the residents to 
note what they feel are the 
priority traffic problems and to 
voice their opinions to City 
Council in October when the 
Capital Improvement Program is 
reviewed. 

Walter Vargo, President of the 
Citizen's Action Coalition said 
that the study seemed to follow 
the Comprehensive Plan. "Most 
of our problems have come from 
not following the Comprehensive 
Plan," he said. 

Other residents were concerned 
with whether provisions were 
being made for crosswalks, 
minimum speed limits, better 
road signs and a southern ex- 



pressway. 

Longfield said the study is 
looking at many of the factors 
that the citizens are concerned 
with, but is still a month from 
formulating alternatives. 

Pat Brumbley of the Stumpy 
Lake section of Virginia Beach 
asked Longfield if they were 
using up-to-date maps in their 
study. She said that a matter of 
widening a road in her neigh- 
borhood went before City Coun- 
cil in June, and she found out 
that the traffic engineering 
department was using a map that 
was about 15 years old and didn't 
include many of the housing 
developments that now exist in 
her neighborhood. 

"In all this planning do you 
have current maps so you're not 
doing already (established) 
citizens in?" she queried. "The 
people who are now in Virginia 
Beach paying the taxes should be 
thought of before the people who 
might move in," Brumbley said. 

At the conclusion of the 
meeting, residents were invited to 
put their suggestions down on 
paper by getting the chance to 
draw in their ideas on maps sup- 
plied by the city.

SEPTEMBER SKY CHARTS: To 

use these sky charts, face either 
north or south and hold the charts 
directly in front of you with the 
horizon on the bottom. The charts 
show the brightest stars and planets 
between the horizon and the part of 
the sky directly overhead during the 
early evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS; Look for 
the Summer Triangle high overhead 
in the southern sky. This bright star 
pattern is formed by three stars — 
Deneb, Vega and Altair - and Vega 
is the brightest star in the triangle. 
Closer to the horizon, look for the 
bright star Antares, which marks 
the "heart" of Scorpius. 

The easiest constellation to find 
facing north is the Big Dipper, 
formed by seven stars of nearly 
equal brightness. It is visible with 
its handle pointing upward and to 
the west, toward the bright star 
Arcturus. 

PLANETS: Two planets are visi- 
ble in the early evening sky this 
month. 

Jupiter, the most brilliant object 
in the sky, is low in the south in 
Capricornus, the smile-shaped 
constellation. 

Saturn appears for a short time 
after sunset, low in the southwest to 
the right of the Scorpion's claws.

CELESTIAL EVENTS: This 
year's Harvest Moon — the full 
moon nearst the autumnal equinox 
— brightens the evening sky Sept, 
^. It is traditionally called the Har- 
vest Moon because it occurs near 
the time to harvest summer crops, 
when farmers use its extra light to 
work at night. 

At 10:08 p.m. Sept. 22, fall arrives 
when the sun crosses the equator 
moving southward. On this day, the 
sun will rise directly in the east and 



set directly in the west. 

The moon will provide some addi- 
tional star-gazing treats this month 
when it passes closely by each of the 
two planets in the evening sky. On 
Sept. 18, watch a waxing crescent 
moon pass within three degrees of 
Satura As the moon approachs its 
full phase, it will pass within four 
degrees of Jupiter on the 24th.

CoaHamd from page 1 
grab the banner's string, and then 
as soon as the banner is picked 
up, pulls back on the throttle to 
make the plane climb. At that 
point, Owens says about 3 G's of 
pressure is exerted on the pilot, 
and in this particular case, the 
passenger, too. 

The signs weigh about M to 30 

pounds and some are ^X) feet 

long. The letters are five feet high 

and 2 feet wide. When they fly at 

the oceanfront, they fly about 

1,000 feet away from the b«ich 

and 350 feet above the water. 

They travel at a speed of 75 to 80 

miles per hour. 

Occasionally, a sign will fall 

^off prematurely. If it falls off

"When they cost $1,500 a 
piece," Owens said, "you're 
goiuia go get them."

Short selling stocks 
has big advantages

Several recent popular best 
selling "How To" books have ex- 
tolled the advantages of short 
selling. Their thesis is that since 
the stock market is in a down- 
ward motion about fifty per cent 
of the time, if you hone up your 
short-selling techniques, you 
make just as much money short 
selling as being "long" in a 
stock. 

But what is short telling? To 
understand it, you must first shift 
mental gears. Most of us buy 
stocks because we believe they 
will rise In price. That is generally 
how we think." That is the op- 
timistic way to view our 
economy. So the first obstacle 
that the short-seller must over- 
come is his mind-set that tells him 
to choose only stocks that are 
going up in value. 

Once he has overcome that 
mental barrier, he should look 
around for a stock that he feels 
sure is going to fall for one 
reason or another. Stocks of 
asbestos manufacturers were 
highly vulnerable to decline just a 
few years back when the use of 
asbestos products becaune highly 
correlated with lung cancer. 
Many short sellers made a lot of 
money selling short stocks such 



as Johns-Manville. Tobacco 
stock seems to me to be in that 
same category today. I predict 
short sellers of tobacco stocks 
also will make money as more 
and more law suits are allowed 
against them. So the question 
arises, how does short selling 
work: First you pick out a stock 
that you believe will go down in 
value. You sell the shares at the 
current market price. These 
shares are "borrowed" from 
your broker. You then wait in the 
hope that the price of the stock 
goes down. If it does, you buy the 
same number of shares at a lower 
price and use these shares to 
"cover" the stock you orginally 
borrow«l from your broker. 

The farther the stock drops, 
the more money you make. But 
are there any catches? Actually, 
to circumvent manipulation such 
as occurred by the likes of Jay 
Ck>uld et al., the public today is 
prot(»:t«l by the "up-tick" rule. 
That means that before you can 
short sell a stock, it has to move 
up in price at least one-eighth of a 
point ovo^ tlK last trade. 

Short selling is for the 
sophisticated investor who can 
risk k»ijig a lot of capital. You, 
of course, can make a l(M of 
money if the stock you are sdling 
<:hort take a big drop. But you 



can lose big in the following three 
ways: 

1. For example, you sell short 
100 shares of XYZ at $50 a share 
and the stock goes up to $70; you 
have a $20 share loss which you 
must take if you then buy shares 
to cover the stock you've 
borrowed. 

2. You are personally r«pon- 
sible for paying ail dividends 
which are dedared during the 
time you have "bwrowed" the 
stock. 



3. You can \ox big if the com- 
pany of the stock you have 
borrowed becomes the targ^ for 
a takeover. For instaiKe. when a 
takeover is imminent, a stock can 
rise sharply ahnost mtmientarily. 
You may be forc«d to cover your 
short position during such an 
event, even if the company is sub- 
ject to a tender of only a portion 
of its shares. The shortseOer couU 
be in for a big financial jolt, if he 
is caught in the takeover vise. 

In sum, in short-selling tho-e is 
no limit as to how large your 
losses can b^^Jme-who-^u in 
ordinary trading, your lo» can 
nevCT exceed 100 per cent of your 
investm^t.

Virginia Beach developers 
may be required to provide a 
traffic impact analysis for 
development plans and 
rezoning applications. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon directed City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck to 
prepare guidelines to be used 
in jnaking a traffic count 
before Council considers final 
approval of the proposal. 

Traffic counts became an 
issue during consideration of a 
zoning application several 
months ago when residents 
opposing "ihe petition com- 
plained that the figures 
provided by the city staff were 
extremely outdated. 

Muehlenbeck presented 
Council with four alternatives 
Monday, recommending one 
requiring developers to 
provide the traffic count. This 
alternative would cost the city 
nothing while two of the other 
options would cost annual and 
capital costs of $61,323 and 
$23,121 respectively.

"We want to do things to im- 
pact the entire school system," 
Delaney said. "By doing this at 
the beginning of the school year, 
we have a better chance of 
reaching the kids, before patterns 
have already formed." 

The Governor and Mayor 
Heischober havie proclaimed the 
week "Get it Straight" week. 
McDonald's Corp. came up with 
the idea and met early this year 
with representatives of the PTA's 
to design the effort. McDonald's 
is providing promotional 
materials like video tapes and 
public service announcements 
with well-known celebrities like 
Bill Cosby giving straight talk to 
kids about drugs and alcohol. 

Delaney and her corps of 
volunteers have been working on

a variety of projects for the 
ferent age groups. Children 91 
grades K-2 will get 14,000 
coloring books. The third and 
fourth graders in Virginia Beach 
have bookmarks with facts about 
drugs on them. The students In 
grades five and six will compete 
in a poster contest on the thane 
of preventing drug and alcolwl 
abuse.

ts will compete in an essay contest 
on the same theme. Delaney says 
also that the individual schools 
have come up with some of their 
own projects for the week. 

"Some of the schools are 
making scrolls and getting the 
kids to sign them," she said. 
"Then we're going to link them 
together around Lynnhaven 
Mall. That should be an im- 
pressive sight, all those kids 
signatures against drug abuse." 

Some of the latest statistics on 
drug and alcohol abuse in the 
school system are disheartening. 
Fifty percent of the fourth grade 
students in a national survey had 
already felt some pressure to try 



drugs and alcohol. By the time 
they reach the twelfth grade, 
almost 80 percent will have ex- 
perienced drugs and alcohol. 
Delaney says these statistics 
prove that it is a big problem that 
can no longer be ignored. 

"We hope everyone willTealize 
how much they don't know about 
it," she said. "Parents can make 
a tremendous difference if we all 
get together. 

D«laney blames the media for 
perpetuating the image that 
alcohol is "the cool thing to do." 

"It sends the message to kids 
that they have to have alcohol to 
have fun at a party and that it's 
the answer to any problem," she 
said. "Every time you turn 
around, there's a commercial 
with someone popping the top on 
a Bud." 

The PTA's anti-drug campaign 
is designed to coinside with the 
school's toughw drug interven- 
tion measures. In Virginia Beach 
schools, a student caught with 
drugs will suffer a five-day 
suspension, with three of those 
days spent in a drug prevention 
awareness program. The 
student's parents will also be 
required to attend one of those 
sessions. Delaney thinks that get- 
ting the parents involved is a key

Robb declares September 
drug awareness month in VA 



Recognizing the need for 
Virginians of all ages to be in- 
formed and aware of substance 
abuse. Governor Charles S. Robb 
has proclaimed September as 
Drug Awareness Month.

Robb stresses, "Education about 
substance abuse has proved to be 
an effective deterrent and a 
highly successful tool in 
promoting drug-free youth". 
School systems across the state, 
emphasizing substance abuse 



education, will have students in 
Grades K through 5 to sign a 
commitment to say "No" to 
drugs. 

As a part of an ov^all plan to 
combat drug abuse, the Virginia 
State Department of Education 
has joined Lions Clubs Inter- 
national and the Lions Clubs of 
Virginia in the adoption of the 
Lions-Quest "Skills for 
Adolescence" program. 

The program, developed in 



cooperation with experts in many 
fields, targets the early 
adolescence years in Grades 6 
through 8, since this is a par- 
ticularly vulnerable stage in child 
development. Emphasizing 
positive growth expericnMS and 

specific coping skills, young 
people l«u-n how to deal with 
challenges of complex sodety, 
with sf^dal emphasis on preven- 
ting drug and alcohol abuse, and 
relat«i {»'oblems. 



The present system, which is 
the fourth alternative, simply 
uses whatever traffic count in- 
formation is available. The 
date of the count is included, 
but no new or additional traf- 
fic counts are included for a 
particular application. 

The developer's traffic 
count would be prepared by a 
professional engineer utilizing 
current traffic count data if 
available. 

Muehlenbeck pointed out 
that the city already requires 
the developer to make 
professional engineering 
studies and calculations to 
substantiate the adequacy of 
water, sewer and storm 
drainage facilities. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that he did not think that 
having an applicant hire his 
own engineer is such a good 
idea. He recalled, however, 
that the city's figures were old 
in several cases. 

Councilwoman Nancy 
Creech said that in the past 
Council has not placed much 
credence in figures furnished 



by applicants. She wanted to 
know how useful traffic coun- 
ts would be in zoning 
decisions. 

Planning Director Robert 
Scott said that a balance has 
been established between the 
Comprehensive Plan, which 
recommends densities, and the 
Master Street and Highway 
Plan which recommends roads 
to serve these densities. The 
traffic count would relate to 
these plans. 

Baum said that the courts 
have found in the past that 
traffic counts are not suf- 
ficient cause to deny 
rezonings. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
said that the Council has not 
had a zoning case in court 
recently and the Supreme 
Court now takes the Com- 
prehensive Plan into con- 
sideration. She said that the 
locality now can define its plan 
more clearly. She said that in 
cases she has read covering the 
past three or four years the 
higher court gives greater

In September of 1942, during 
the Second World War, "A Lit- 
tle Band of Earnest Men" 
joined the Navy to serve their 
country in a time of need.

"The Little Band" reunited 
again last week in Virginia 
Beach, where it all started some 
43 years ago. 

The unit, which manned a 
harbor entrance post at Fort 
Story, has been getting back 
together almost every year since 
1970.

Day weekend. 

"But that's 20 percent of the 
original group," said Lee 



Towers, one of the members 
who was instrumental in 
organizing the reunion. "About 
40 are ^till living, but it's hard 
to keep current addresses. 1 
think 20 percent is good." 

The other undisputed leader 
in the group is 83-year-old Paul 
"Pop" Collins. He was 40 
when he joined the Navy, but 
an error on his record listed him 
as being 20. The big age gap 
earned him the nickname 
"Pop," and it stuck every sin- 
ce. 

"The youngest in the group 
then was 16 and 1 was the 
oldest," Collins said. "They 
used to really give me a hard 
time, but 1 kept up with them." 

The group has kept in touch 
through phone calls and 
Christmas cards, but they wan- 
ted to do more.

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Historic anniversary 



September 17, 1985 marks the 198th anniversary 
of the signing of pur Constitution. In just two 
years, the nation will be celebrating the bicenten- 
nial of this dynamic and timeless document. As 
that time draws near, every citizen should become 
acquainted with "The supreme law of the land." 

It only takes about twenty minutes to read the 
Constitution in its entirety. How many of our 
citizens have reread this blueprint of democracy 
since it was an assignment in a high school gover- 
nment class? 

The President is authorized by two Joint 
Resolutions of the Congress to issue annual 
proclamations calling for the observance of 
"Citizenship Day" and "Constitution Week." 
This is a time to recognize all newly naturalized 
citizens and those citizens who have come of age 
during the year and are now eligible to exercise the 
vote. It is also a time for all citizens\ new and old - 
to study the Constitution and to r^edicate them- 
selves to preserving its ideals from those who would 
weaken or desU-oy them. 

Although special ceremonies had been held for 
many years to welcome "new" citizens, the 
nationwide celebration of the Sesquicentennial of 
the Formation of the Constitution in 1937 inspired 
many groups to pay particular attention to the 
significance of citizenship. That was the year that a 
San Diego, California Chapter of the Sons of the 
American Revolution adopted a proposal to 
establish a National Citizenship Day for new 
voters. 

Two years later, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service supported a movement to 
establish a specific day for national recognition of 
United States citizenship. Support for such a day 
from the American Legion and the National 
Education Association encouraged Congress to 
pass Public Resolution 67 in the spring of 1940, 
authorizing the President of the United States to 
proclaim, "I Am An American Day.*' 

When the Senate debated the resolution of 1940, 
the idea was presented that a national day related to 
the true values of citizenship as defined in the Con- 
stitution would be desirable. In 1952, the United 
States Department of Justice along with the 
American Bar Association supported the proposal 
to establish "Citizenship Day" and a Joint 
Resolution was passed that year. 

President Ronald Reagan in a recent 
Proclamation encourages citizens to view the four 
pages of the original signed Constitution, which are 
on display only once a year on September 17 in the 
Rotunda of the National Archives building in 
Washington. And he urges all Americans to obser- 
ve that week with appropriate ceremonies and ac- 
tivities in their schools, churches and other suitable 
places.— Leigh St. Claire 



Priority list 



The city's schools are planning to ask for a $13 
million referendum in the November election. This 
is a significant decrease in the amount 4hey 
requested last March in the defeated referendum. 

The money would be used for the renovation of 
Princess Anne High School, the construction of 
handicapped facilities and purchase of a site in west 
Kempsville for an elementary school. 

Many citizens have voiced the opinion that they 
are tired of being "referendumed to death." And 
some of the same citizens are complaining because 
the schools are inadequately financed and have 
been put on the back burner to make room for 
more growth. 

Money put into education and used wisely there 
is rarely wasted. The three priority projects listed in 
this plan are sorely needed by the schools. 

Virginia Beach has a school system that it can be 
proud of, but there are still many improvements to 
be made. And placing giving the children a quality 
education high on the priority list will be a big step 
in the right direction.— C.L. 




Jennings angry at press coverage 



(This is a copy of a letter written by H. Jack Jennings Jr. that 
was printed in the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger Star. The letter is 
printed in its entireity.) 
Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

One of the many false statements made about me in the 
August 13, 1985 Editorial of the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star 
says, "It tooit a newspaper story to bring out this information 
...without the story, there would be no way for voters to know 
about Mr. Jennings' dealings." The above statements were 
concerning my selling insurance to developers. This could not 
be further from the truth I 

Voters in Virginia Beach have always known about my 
"dealings" because they have been extensively and repeatedly 
"written about" in the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star. When I 
was a candidate for City Council, the newspaper went to great 
length to inform the voters of my insurance "dealings" with 
developers. After I was elected in May of 1982, an article in the 
Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star dated July 25, 1982, stated, "Jen- 
nings, an insurance executive, wants to know if he can vote on 
rezonings requested by his firm's clients in the building in- 
dustry without breaking State conflict-of-interest 
laws... though saying he thinks a recent Attorney General's 
opinion clears the way for him to vote, Jennings said he will 
ask City Attorney, J. Dale Bimson's advice". 

That is exactly what I did and he told me there was NO con- 
flict-of-interest. On August 11, 1982, I received a letter from 
Paul Sciortino, Commonwealth's Attorney, conflrming this 
opinion in writing. As recently as June 13, 1984, Mr. Scior- 
tino reaffirmed this position, "...it was and remains my 
opinion that there is no conflict-of-interest for you to discuss 
and vote on matters which may come before City Council 
which may involve actual or potential clients". 

The Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star article dated Jply 25, 1982, 
also wem on to say, "The Company insures thousands and 
thousands of clients... including homeowners and motorists, 
but Jennings' company's clients also include.iks Baliles noted 
in his opinion, 'a number of land developers and home 
builders'..." 

In the December 31 issue, the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star 
describes my actions on the City Council in depth. Partial 
quotes from the article say, "Jennings has also become one of 
the most visible and outspoken Council members, to the an- 
noyance and dismay of some of his colleagues... angered some 
Councilmen by suggesting a policy on when the City should ac- 
cept gifts. This came after Mayor Louis R. Jones had already 
accepted $30,000 on behalf of the City from controversial 
Shiek Mohammund Al Fassi... Jennings was the lone dissenter 
when Council approved Cox Cable's 1982 rate increase.. .said 
the voters should decide in a referendum whether to fund 
projects like the proposed Central Library and Virginia 
Museum of Marine Science rather than have the facilities 
automatically funded by Council . . . pushed for a set of ordinan- 
ces to tightly regulate conduct on public beach property on 
Chesapeake Bay... in remarks directed at his Council 
colleagues, Jennings asserted that his philosophy is, 'less spen- 
ding and less taxes, while on the surface it appears that some of 
you, my contemporaries, are marching to a different drummer' 
...but even Jeiuiings' detractors concede that he has one of the 
most difficult jobs on Council. ..the workload has got to be 
tremendous... Jennings has an almost impossible job, caught in 
the middle of the ongoing conflict. ..because he works for a 
company that insures major builders." 

My "walking to a different dnmimer" has caused many of 
the power brokers, protectors of the status quo, and others ■ 
great deal of heartburn and one need not took far to uncover 
those issues: (1) My continuous opposition to the improper and 
illegitimate use of tax-exempt. Industrial Revenue Bonds to 
finance construction of such questionable projects as office 
buildings, shopping centers, retail stores and the like; (2) My 
opposition to the proposed rail-bus transit system, which is to 
connect Virginia Beach's Oceanfront tourism dollars with Nor- 
folk's Waterside; (3) My deep concerns about the new regional 
garbage incinerator plan Hearing completion in Portsinouth's 



Navy yard and the potential adverse impacts on our City's air 
quality for generations to come; (4) My repeated resistance to 
across-the-board cost-of-living increases for City employees in 
addition to Pay-for-Performance raises, resulting in numerous 
employees receiving annual total raises amounting to ID per- 
cent or as high as 12 percent; (5) My continued concerns about 
the Lake Gaston Water Project, specifically, my propmal that 
the City set aside a portion of our annual Multi-Million Dollars 
surplus (S53 Million last year) at the end of each fiscal year into 
an interest-bearing account to help pay for this $250 Million 
project; (6) That we make a strong effort to interest North 
Carolina in the establishment of a Virginia-North Carolina 
Water Authority which could sell the bonds necessary to con- 
struct the Lake Gaston Project, and, once complete, manage 
and distribute this much-needed water to cities in both states; 
(7) My opposition to the Navy's plans to construct an LCAC 
Training Base in Virginia Beach with the accompanying high 
noise levels these machines will produce; and (8) My con- 
tinuous efforts to encourage the City to provide economical,' 
safe skateboard ramps for the enjoyment of our City's young 
people. 

Clearly, there has been a well-organized, privately coor- 
dinated attempt by unnamed individuals who have access to 
and use of the Norfolk-based Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star 
newspapers to silence the competing, different voice they do 
not want heard in Virginia Beach or Tidewater. This attempt 
has nothing to do with voting records or business enterprises. 
On the other hand, it has everything to do with preventing a 
duly-elected public official from speaking out in opposition to 
poUcies, programs and established cronyism that I believe is 
not in the best interest of the people of Virginia Beach. It is also 
a blatant attempt to weaken the two-party poUtica^tyttem in 
Virginia Beach. The cleverly disguised inteation it to, silqice, 
conservative. Republican ideas and philosophy of less spending ' 
and less taxes through intimidation and unsubstantiated in- 
nuendo. The objective is to have the future of our great city 
decided secretly by certain old-guard elitists in some remote 
smoke-filled board room. 

Not only do I reject this method of government by the few 
and privileged, but I have opposed it throughout my tenure on 
City Council and I will continue to oppose it in the future. 
Everything I have done, every decision I have made, every vote 
I have cast have not only been in consonance with the full letter 
of the law, but also have been in the full spirit of federal, state 
and local legislation. I challenge my critics and opponents to 
make the same statement about their business affairs. 

As most people, I recognize this clearly as a "witch hunt" 
with the intention of hopefully "burning me at the stake" 
publicly so I cannot oppose the special private interests who 
would otherwise try to take advantage of the taxpayers of 
Virginia Beach. I refuse to bow to such pressure and unfair tac- 
tics and I refuse to be intimidated. 

The citizens of Virginia Beach deserve open, fair, honest 
government that presents both sides of all issues. I have always 
stood for that, I stand for it now and I will stand for it in the 
future. 1 will not be silenced by threats, innuendoes or 
deliberately slanted statements made by either unnamed mem- 
bers of Council or by the constantly changing newspaper staff 
of the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star. The news staff of these 
newspapers have not been elected to office by the citizens of 
Virginia Beach. 

I will continue to conduct my affairs openly and honestly; 
and, at every opportunity, I will continue to challenge any 
proposals, issues and policies that are contrary to the best in- 
terests of Virginia Beach taxpayers. 

The United States continues to be a free country. We all 
deserve to be tried in a court of law for real offenses as opposed 
to being lynched by the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star or by a 
faceless few for a contrived infraction that never occurred.

Several weeks ago in Rich- 
mond, exhausted from a long and 
arduous meeting, I treated myself 
to a sightseer excursion to 
historic Hollywood Cemetery, 
resting place of presidents and 
other notables.

cemetery road, I could look 
down on the James River. 
Having only seen the broad, 
lower James, I was surprised by 
the narrow rockiness of the river 
at this pot. The view was exciting 
as no vestiges of the modern city 
intruded on the scene and I was 
able to imagine myself several 
hundreds of years in the past. 
The image was still clear in my 



mind when I subsequently 
discovered Ann Woodlief s 
recent book In River Time: The 
Way of the James. 

Woodlief is an individual 
drawn to the life of the rivw, 
both past and present, a studier 
of this life rather than a user. 
This theme of contemplation and 
understanding rather than use or

But Delaney believes there 
are still a few out there. 

"All the kids haven't tried it. 
There are a few straight ones out 
there," she said. "Because of the 
student involvement, we're 
hoping for a little reverse peer 
pressure with the straight kids 
coming out and saying this is 
wrong." 

McDonald's came up with the 
"Get it Straight" theme, but 
Delaney and the PTA chapters 
wanted to add a more positive 
message, to possibly enhance the 
student involvement.

When Irish eyes are watching

If you have overheard a con- 
versation in one of the stores or 
shops around 24th Street this 
summer, you may have noticed a 
peculiar ring to many of the ac- 
cents in the area. 

Of course as a tourist resort 
Virginia Beach becomes a melting 
pot of North American accents 
between May and September. 
What marks the 'strange voces' - 
out around 24th St. Jft,tiMu]£aot:!, 
that they are more usuaUy heard 
3,000 miles away in Ireland. 

On this one street exists what 
amounts to a "mini neigh- 
borhood" of Irishmen; "Little 
Ireland" inhabited by waiters, 
bus boys and chambermaids. 

If some FBI agent is reading 
this article— worry not! This kind 
of immigrant is much different. 

The vast majority of them will 
not be making beds or waiting 
tables all their lives. Such em- 
ployment is more of a novel 
experience as the "Virginia Irish" 
are all college kids here on tem- 
porary work visas. 

Ultimately, back in Ireland not 
many years from now. they will 



become the served, not the ser- 
vers. 

So, why are they in the U.S.? It 
seems an unnecessarily long and 
expensive step towards a working 
vacation. 

In fact, the traveling expense is 
offset by generous Irish and 
British government subsidies 
which allow the student to cross 
the Atlantic for only 50 percent 
ofthe normal fare. 

Even more inviting is the fact 
thaSt'^ages fbr what arc basically 
unskilled casual jobs compare 
very favorably with the 
equivalent employment back in 
Ireland. 

On a more unhappy level, 
many students from British con- 
trolled Northern Ireland see four 
months in the United States as an 
attractive way of avoiding a 
violent summer at home. 

Catholic and Protestant 
animosity traditionally boils up 
during July and August: a period 
known as the 'marching season' 
which sees both communities 
holding public demonstrations in 
defense of their own polarised 
claims and beliefs. 

Strangley, despite the strife at 



home, the great majority of the 
Northern Irish have no wish to 
permanently settle in America. 
Such an attitude applies to the 
Southern Irish as well. . 

Speaking to any of these Irish 
students one discovers they find 
the U.S. different, interesting 
and even exciting, but there the 
attraction ends. 

The cultural abyss between 
Europe and North America 
means it is one thihg looking 
through a window at American' ' 
society and quite another 
becoming part of it. 

The slow pace in Ireland and 
its more religiously based society 
convince Irish students there is 
indeed "no place like home." 

That does not mean these 
young men and women scurry 
back to mother Ireland with their 
tails between their legs. On the 
contrary, many will return to a 
U.S. resort next summer. 

Many hotel and restaurant 
owners in Virginia Beach will 
pray they return here otherwise 
there will be many more "Help 
Wanted" signs along Atlantic 
Avenue next summer. 



"We want them to see how 
wonderful their individuality is," 
she said. "They have to realize 
that there are going to be bad 
days and growing pains and that 
drugs don't make the problems 
go away."

has a blood alcohol level of .10% 
and a presumption in the civil law 
that drunk drivers are liable for 
punitive damages. 

Terry sponsored legislation in 
1978 to form a commission to 
study the probation, education 
and rehabitation of those charged 
with alcohol and drug related of- 
fenses. 

Terry also introduced 
legislation in 1983 to raise the 
drinking age to 21.

5. In choosing stocks, first zero 
in on the industry Ask yourself

6. A smart investor ^nouid own 
stocks in several different in- 
dustries so that he is ^afely diver- 
sified Howcvei . don't over- 
diversify with a small amount of 
money. An investor can keep up 
with five or six stocks more easily 
than fifteen. On the other hand. 



the more expert you become at 
investing, the more you can risk 
putting large amounts of money 
into one promising stock. 

7. Another strategy is to invest 
in steps. Put some money into a 
promising stock. If it goes up, in- 
crease your investment. If, on the 
other hand, it is a "bad" stock 
(that is, goes down), you an sell 
without a huge loss. Also, if the 
stock you own has gone up some 
but seems to be retreating, 
protect your profits by selling 
part of it. If tly; stock goes back 
up, you will have some profit. If 
it falls further, sell the rest at on- 
ce. 

8. H is hard to find a bargain 
when everyone is optimistic and 
buying stocks. The best time to 
buy is when business is terrible 
and everyone expects it to wor- 
sen. Stock prices will be low with 
the potential for enormous gains 
when business improves. Since 
such a method is difficult to 
pratice psychologically, few arc 
able to follow such advice. 

9. The reverse is also true. 
Major selling opportunities come 
when stocks are hot, i^ces are 
high, and everybody is buying. 
Psychologically, it is as difficult 
to sell at such times as it is to buy 
when business is bad because 
everyone around you is so op- 
timistic. The normal reaction at 
such dangerous times is to buy 
rather than to sell, all to often, 
the naive investor (as well as 
more seasoned ones) buy at the 
market top. In short, really suc- 
cessful investing calls for going 
against your basic instincts. 

10. One of the most important 
caveats is not tc dollar-cost- 
average down, hor example, say 
you buy 100 hares of XYZ at 25 
and the stock goes down to 20. 
You think that if the stock was a 
"buy" at $25, it must bea terrific 
bargain at $20. So you buy 
another 100 shares. Now youti 
average cost is $22.50. If the 
stock goes back up, you make 
more mon^. Right, if the stock 
goes back up. Trouble is, that 
^ocks have a tendoKy to follow 
the law of inertia. They keep 
moving in one direction until 
scHoething intervenes forceifuUy 



in theii path. It is safe to say as a 
general rule that it is not a good 
idea to average down. Yoti 
should sell out when a stock has 
fallen by 10 or 15 perceaW 
Remember that if you are ri^t 
one out of three times in the 
market, you will make a profit if 
you have limited your loss to ten 
to 15 per cent in the losing stocks. 
According to a study done by 
Barron's, dollar cost averaging 
works only when the market is in 
a strong'y rising trend. 

11. Investors otten shy away 
from stocks that have risen in 
price. But many astute investors 
hive consistently made money by 
buying stocks that are making 
new highs on heavy volume. 

12. One common error is to sell 
a good stock as soon as it shows 
profit. Another is to hang on to a 
losing stock. One should do the 
exact opposite. To make money 
in the stock market, you have to 
be willing to risk small, early 
profits in hopes of getting 
something better, 

13. Average investors should 
not be moved by tips. Sometimes, 
they're true, but often thev're 
not. By the time a tip filters down 
to Mr. Average investor, it's 
usually too late to profit.

exploitation is one which runs 
throughout her narrative and in- 
deed is the theme of the James it- 
self. The river comes alive in this 
book as the vital force shaping 
the history of the Common- 
wealth. 

Indians respected the unpredic- 
table river and learned to live 
with it. It was central to their 
lifestyle with a tribe often 
building its villages on both sides 
of the water. The land beyond 
was used for hunting and for 
sources of fresh water. The 
thought of owning land was not 
part of their philosophy. TTiis 
knowledge of the river and its 
ways allowed them to realize, 
unlike the colonists, that 
Jamestown was unsuitable for 
habitation. 

The English settlers, however, 
saw the James as a highway, an 
access to the great sea which they 
sought to the west. Later it was 
the means to trade, a pathway to 
affluence. The English view of 
the importance of the river was to 
lead to the development of the 
plantation style of living, one in 
which the unpredictability of the 



river lead to the formation of 
self-contained communities 
totally unlike those formed in the 
more northern states. Also, the 
river as it divided the state lead to 
different lifestyles in the more 
agrarian southside and the more 
aggressive, politically attuned nor- 
thern areas. 

In addition to historical im- 
plications In River Time also 
treats the geological and 
biological past of the river and 
man's effects on it. Sturgeon on- 
ce filled the river at spawning 
time. Had refrigeration, efficient 
methods of shipping and fishing 
quotas existed, Virginia economy 
might have been based on caviar 
rather than tobacco. Pollution is 
not a twentieth century problem. 
Jamestown settlers treated the 
James as they had the Thames 
and sickness and death followed. 

The book covers the full range 
of the river's history. Central to 
our lives, the James is a constant 
source of news and interest. In 
River Time does an excellent job 
of providing an insight into the 
James.

one time and we said why don't 
we have a reunion," Towers 
said. "We still care about each 
other. This (Virginia Beach) is 
like a second home to us." 

During boot camp at Fort 
Story in 1942, the men were of- 
fered training in one of three 
areas. They could be trained as 
fkdio operators, signal men or 
electricians. After boot camp, 
they all did tours of duty on 
ships in various parts of the 
world during the war. But their 
main job was to control the 
harbor entrance post there at the 
Fort. 

"We were the eyes and the 
ears to those ships coming in 
there," said Towers. "There 
were Army mines on one side of 
the harbor and Navy mines on 
the other. We had to get those 
ships in there without letting 
them run into those mines . " 

But "Pop" ColHns remem- 
bers a few times when they were 
a bit less than accurate. 



"Some of the ships got off 
course and they'd trip one or 
two mines. It would do damage 
to the ship, but nobody got 
hurt." 

Their headquarters was the 
Old Cape Henry Weather 
Station, which is now the Fort 
Story Post Commander's 
house. They stayed in three 
quonset huts there. 

Not many people realize it, 
but during the era of the war 
when "The Little Band" was 
maintaining the harbor entran- 
ce, submarine warfare was 
talcing place off the coasts of 
Maryland, Virginia and North 
Carolina. In the first four mon- 
ths of 1942, some 80 merchant 
ships sunk off the Mid-Atlantic 
coast. The Harbor Control post 
played a bigger role than many 
would have thought. 

When "Pop" Collins looks 
at Virginia Beach today, he sees 
a much different city than 
where he and his buddies used 
to walk along the streets. 



"There wasn't anything here 
then," he said. "The main 
hotel was the Cavalier and it 
cost $9 a day. I used to think 
how great it would be to have 
$9jfi spend. In those days, a 
secftnd class petty officer was 
making about $90 a month." 

Many of the men were single 
during the war, but now bring 
their wives along to the 
reunions. They are a big part of 
the group and have built lasting 
friendships, because of their 
husbands Navy comradery. 

Most of the men went off to 
live in Maryland or North 
Carolina after their discharge. 
One of the men lives in Virginia 
Beach, but wasn't at this 
reimion dinner. They went on, 
to a variety of jobs and now, 
most are at least semi-retired. 

But the three or so years they 
spent together was enough to 
build fond memories and the 
desire to get back together every 
once in a while to talk about old 
times.

"Three of our men have 
passed on since the last 
reunion," Collins said. "But 
we just like to get together, sit 
around and lie to one another." 

All but one of the reunions 
was held in Virginia Beach. 
When they first started coming, 
they stayed in the Tides Motor 
Hotel when it was owned by 
Jack iahd Do rothy M urray. 

The Murrays were invited to 
the latest reunion as a thank 
you for all the hospitality they 
showed "The Little Band of 
Earnest Men" over the years. 

"Anything we wanted, they 
would do for us," said Towers. 
"They were just so good to 
us." 

A Lt. Lewis coined the nick- 
name "The Little Band of Ear- 
nest Men" when the group first 
enlisted and got stationed at 
Fort Story. And with the same 
earnestness that got them their 
nickname, they keep track of 
each other so these reunions can 
continue.

Museum receives gift 
from garden clubs

Two Virginia Beach city coun- 
cilman have Questioned the ethics 
of the press which has so frequen- 
tly questioned the ethics of public 
officials. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that a free press is absolutely 
essential in a democracy, but that 
"a high code of ethics should go 
with it." 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said that it was ironic that in this 
country with a democratic form 
of government where the framers 
of the Constitution wanted a 
system of checks and balances, 
that there are no checks and 
balances on the press. 

Jones»cited the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision in the case of the 
New York Times vs Sullivan 
where the Court found that a 
public official in a libel suit has to 
prove malice, motive or a reckless 
disregard of the truth. Jones said 
that this is an impossible burden 



for the plaintiff. 

He said, that "If they (the 
press) have a code of ethics and it 
would be surprising if they have 
one ...What is the standard of 
responsibility? ....Why not 
(report) all the truth, nothing but 
the truth ...If they do that, 1 ap- 
plaud the place of the press in 
society." 

The discussion ensued Monday 
afternoon when Baum asked City 
Attorney Dale Bimson how the 
Freedom of Information Act ap- 
plied to groups such as the Com- 
mittee on Local Government and 
the Coundl's ethics committee. 

Bimson said that such 
legislative bodies or commissions 
are subject to the State Freedom 
of Information Act, just as the 
Council is, with meetings open to 
the public. These groups also 
have the right to executive 
sessions under the same 
guidelines, he said. Executive 
sessions are permitted to discuss 
personnel, legislative matters and

Wolfe is friend to senior citizens 



In 18 years with the Virginia 
Beach Parks and Recreation 
Department and throughout the 
many years working on the 
Virginia Beach Neptune 
Festival's Senior Citizens Ap- 
preciation Day, Libby Wolfe has 
seen many changes. 

But Virginia Beach's elders, 
who benefit from Wolfe's han- 
dling of the recreation depar- 
tment's senior citizen programs, 
will tell you that little has 
changed about Libby Wolfe. 
She's the consistent and con- 
tinual friend of the city's seniors. 

Again heading up senior citizen 
activities for the 12th Annual 
Neptune Festival, Wolfe is coor- 
dinating the two-day senior 
citizen golf tournament at Bow 
Creek Golf Course September 24- 
25, Senior Citiz^is' Appreciation 
Day, September 25 and the 
Seniors Neptune Ball on Thur- 
sday evening, September 26. 

"1 remember when I first star- 
ted there wasn't much other than 
crafts and that sort of activity 
that seniors were involved in," 
Wolfe said, reflecting on those 
first days with the Parks and 
Recreation Dei^rtmeitt. 



"Now." she said, "seniors are 
so much more active. They want 
speakers and they want infor- 
mation and services." 

Wolfe has seen the face of the 
retired community change over 
the years. 

"We have a lot of seniors 
moving into the Virginia Beach 
area to be near their kids," she 
said. "And there are a lot more 
military retirees here now who 
obviously haven't really retired 
yet, but many do stay until old 
age. 

Wolfe has also seen increasing 
numbers of retired professionals 
from private life moving into 
Virginia Beach. 

"A lot of these retired 
professionals have been bringing 
in their expertise where we didn't 
have it before," Wolfe said. 
"We're getting many of them to 
help with the Retired Senior 
Citizens Volunteer Program, 
providing assistance at nursing 
homes, volunteering to help with 
school projects, working with the 
police and doing other general 
office functions. 

"We can get an idea of the 
makeup of the retired community 



through the services they request, 
which are significant now when 
you consider we get an average of 
20 new seniors a month calling us 
or coming to the recreation center 
to register for our programs," 
she said. 

Word of mouth has been suf- 
ficient to keep the retired coming 
into Wolfe's office. Her 
seemingly insatiable interest in 
and dedication to helping the 
retired and elderly have instilled 
in these older persons a sense of 
trust and a feeling of security thai 
no program can produce alone.

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Need to affirm 
apartheid moral 



Suppose President P. W. Botha declared 
tomorrow that apartheid is unworkable and invited 
its leading South African opponents to help 
prepare a plan for ending it quickly. Even such a 
declaration would probably seem to lack something 
vital. 

And suppose President Reagan announced his 
approval of the sanctions on South Africa favored 
by most of Congress. Even such an announcement 
would probably seem too weak to Reagan's critics. 
And suppose the Rev. Jerry Falwell, besides his 
half-apology for questioning the integrity of 
Bishop Desmond Tutu, said that he and Tutu dif- 
fer only on the means of peaceful race relations. 
Even such a switch would probably not win Falwell 
many new admirers. 

The missing ingredient in these imagined 
statements is an urgent conviction that apartheid is 
immoral. Moral urgency has been missing also in 
real statements. FalweU sounds phony when he 
badmouths Tutu, because Falwell has no record of 
commitment to overcome race-based political and 
social discrimination. Reagan sounds reluctant to 
distinguish right from wrong in a foreign nation 
whose policy grates on America's most sensitive 
moral nerve. And Botha sounds unreal when he 
grudgingly speaks of deep social change as though 
it were just a touchy technical reform — or even a 
tough political power sharing problem — instead of 
a compelling moral imperative. 

Not much can be hoped for from Falwell. 
Though a self-professed moralist, he has proved 
himself obtuse by befogging the issue of apar- 
theid's moral basis. Much more should be asked of 
Reagan. His office makes him a spokesman for his 
nation's social values as well as accountable for its 
diplomacy. More yet must be asked of Botha — 
asked by Americans as well as South Africans — to 
whom falls tht'choitie of prolonging rigidity or 
leading a reversal in white South African moral 
standards on race. 

President Lyndon Johnson helped white 
America turn a moral corner when in 1964 he ut- 
tered as his own the black-freedom hymn, "We 
shall overcome." Blacks and white alike yearn for 
such a turn by Botha and his colleagues. Reagan 
and his colleagues should be publicly forthright 
that they want the same. And if Falwell in his 
preaching cannot make clear apartheid's radical 
moral offense, he should not be surprised if 
Americans find him offensive as well.

More of the same 



Americans who have not forgotten this country's 
missing in action in Vietnam, and the MIA families 
who cannot forget them, can only have been tan- 
talized by the recent news from Hanoi. Vietnamese 
officials all but admitted that they were holding the 
remains of many MIAs and that these could be 
released and returned to the United States with lit- 
tle further delay. 

But then came the condition, Hanoi's quid pro 
quo for allowing the families of the missing in ac- 
tion a measure of peace at last. The United States 
would have to drop its "hostile" policy towards 
Vietnam and terminate the embargo against U. S. 
trade with Vietnam. There was also mention of 
U.S. payments to cover the supposed expenses of 
Vietnam's supposed searches for more remains of 
MIAs. And, finally, the Vietnamese talked of 
"borrowing" the sophisticated equipment that 
could theoretically help in locating, for example, 
crash sites. 

Cruelly, there appears little or nothing new in 
Hanoi's position a dozen years after its represen- 
tatives signed a peace agreement pledging them to 
return all prisoners of war, all remains, and to 
provide all information they possessed on the 
missing in action. 

It is still the same crude extortion: If America 
wants the hundreds of sets of remains the Viet- 
namese are almost certainly holding, it will have to 
pay for them. And payment must come in the form 
of economic and political concisions to a com- 
munist dictatorship that brutalizes its own people, 
makes common cause with the Soviet Union, and 
wages wars of aggression and conquest against its 
neighbors in Southeast Asia.

The Lynnhavcn Parish Chapter DAR thanks 
the Sun for running the editorial, "Historic An- 
niversary" in its September II issue and thus 
calling the public's attention to Constitution 
Week. We would like to add the following infor- 
mation so that citizens are aware of the role of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in 
establishing this week as a national observance. 

Constitution Week is proclaimed annually by 
the President of the United States and by the 
Governors of most of the fifty states. A 
Resolution designating the week of Sept. 17 to 23 
as a time to read and study the Constitution was 
adopted by the Continental Congress of the 
National Society Daughters of the American 
Revolution at their April 1955 conference. 

Copies of this Resolution were sent to members 
of the United States Congress and on June 7, 
1955, Senator William F. Knowlandof,CWifornia 
introduced Senate Concurrent Retolul^on 140, 
requesting by proclaiming Sept. 17-23 as Con- 
example by proclaiming Sept. 17-23 as Con- 
stitution Week. After this Resolution passed both 
Houses of Congress, President Eisenhower issued 
the first Constitution Week proclamation on Aug. 
19, 1955. 

The observance of Constitution Week that year 
was so successful that a Senate Joint Resolution 
was adopted the following year. On Aug. 2, 1956, 
it was signed into Public Law 915. 



The purpose of the celebration of Constitution 
Week is to emphasize the responsibility of defen- 
ding the Constitution and preserving it for 
posterity. Also, it is a time to learn more about the 
Constitution as the foundation and safeguard of 
all of our freedoms. j 

The Preamble of the Constitution begins "We, 
the people..." It thus! declares that the con- 
stitution i was established by the people and 
sovereignty reposestin thk^wople. This Preamble 
sets the tone and articulates^mrnationVljelief in 
justice, pewje, and liberty for all. \_^^ 

The, great princiales of the Constituticm - 
soverei^ty of the people, supremacy of the 
nati<Hial government, respect for the states, 
separation of church and state, rule by majority 
but!ppote(^on of minority rights - have remained 
inttuneiwith the beliefs and h(H>es of our expan- 
ding democracy. Now 180 years old, thi» great 
docupeat has stood Ihe test o/tinje. Itjs todaF-the 
ql(des^(?9n^itution still in use in the world.

This is not a self-help book. 
There are no tests to determine 
your jealousy quotient or check- 
lists to help you decide how to 
deal with feelings of envy.

Friday was compellol to write 
this book because of her own 
deep-seated feelings of jealousy. 
This is the story and her journey 
of self discovery as she resear- 
ched the topic, talked with 
authorities and ultimately ex- 
plored her own life in an attempt 
to learn about this powerful 
emotion. 

As she began her examination 
of the t(^c she found that even 
experts in the fidd c(Miki not agree 



about jealousy. Some felt women 
were the more jealous sex, others 
that there were no differences 
between men and women. Some 
state that very young infants felt 
jealousy, others were equally cer- 
tain that this emotion did not ap-

pear until much later in life. 

The heart of the book lies not 
so nuich wiUi the researchers and 
experts, although their views are 
valuable. It is rather the ex- 
periences of ordinary people who 
recount the way jealousy has af- 
fected their lives that gives sub- 
stance to this work. Among the 
many people whose stories 
illustrate the power of jealousy is 
that of a mature, self assured 



wife who allowed her husband to 
leave her for another woman. 
Frozen by jealousy she could do 
nothing to win him back. 
Another is the case of the man so 
distraught by his girlfriend's in- 
fidelity that he actually became 
her for a few hours in an attempt 
to limit her power over hun. 

This is not an easy book to 
read. The facts are not laid out in 
neat paragraphs and the con- 
clusions are not clevly numbered 
and labeled. It is hard work to 
folow Nancy Friday as she sear- 
ches for answ«^^ probes the ex- 
perts, questions friends and 
acquaintances for their experien- 
ces with jealousy and finally after 
much effort finds a hidden truth 
or bit of knowledge. But it is wor- 
thwhile work and the reader who 
stays with her to the end will 
come away with a better under- 
standing of this often misundo--

CoHtiancd from page 1 
real estate. 

That rather narrows executive 
sessions, Baum said. 

He described as "trial by 
press" recent stories in the 
Virginian-Pilot /Ledger-Star con- 
cerning various Council members 
and the Conflict of Interest Law. 
He also said that as individuals 
sit on boards or commissions, 
they may express a first opinion, 
which the press picks up, and 
asks various Council members 
their reaction to this first 
opinion. 

Jones said he had his own con- 
cerns about the press although he 
was in favor of open discussion. 
He said that he had found that in 
executive sessions, Council has 
excellent and free discussions and 
may come out with a consensus. 
This almost never happens in 
open session, he said. What 
Council has instead is a "man- 
nikin sort of posturing." 

Bimson said that both the 
groups Baum inquired about 
were advised of the Freedom of 
Information Act 30 or 45 days 
ago. 

Baum said that the blame may 
fall on the manager not the repor- 
ter. "They do what they're paid 
to do." 

Jones took issue with a news 
report in The Beacon on a 
meeting last week of the ethics 
committee which is studying con- 
flict of interest guidelines for 
Council. 

Concerning statements he was 
reported having made, he said, IS 
percent of the article was ac- 
curate and the rest was made up 
of half truths and inaccuracies. 
He produced a verbatim of the 
statements to back up his conten- 
tions. 

He said that the coKirt insists on 
the rights of a criminal so that 
"you almost need a master's 
degree to arrest somebody" 
because it is a terrible thing to 
arrest someone who is not guilty.

The amount 
was reduced from $27,989,179

Virginia Beach employers 
will find these employee 
relations tips helpful. 

Q:How can we get onr boss 
to tell us when we do a good 
Job? 

We tend to business and we 
meet our production quotas 
without overtime (unlike a lot 
of other departments here), but 
the only time we get any atten- 
tion is when we screw up. 
—Herb 

A. It's a universal problem, 
even more than complaints 
about money. In most cases, 
however, it's a complaint that is 
not communicated upward. 

It's more the kinid of thing 
that only comes out in em- 
ployee attitude surveys. Unless 

discovered, it can eat away at 
any organization over a penod 
of time. 

Positive attitudes among the 
good performers gradually arc 
eroded. Employe downshift 
to minimum acceptable per- 
formance, doing only what is 
demanded. Turnover, absen- 
teeism and mischief increase, 
sometimes accompanied by 
union activity. Productivity 
falls and the prevailing attitude 
becomes, "If they 

(management) don't care about 
good performance, why should 
we?" 

When production drops, 
management searches for a way 
to get things back like they 
were. Its response may be to 
tighten discipline, hand out 
more warings and suspensions. 



fire a few people, and thereby 
accelerate the downhill slide. 

Those who ignore the good 
work of their subordinates of- 
ten complain that their own 
good work of their subor- 
dinates often complain that 
their own good work goes un- 
noticed by their superiors. Fir- 
st-level supervisors and 
foremen probably are the 
second most persistent com- 
plainers, second only to the 
people under them. (Could that 
be why foremen sometimes are 
referred to as industrial 
abrasives?) 

Unless your boss is so beaten 
down and harassed that he 
views his job in a totally 
negative way, he may come 
around. Why not talk with 
him? 

Approach him positively, 
however; perhaps something 
like, "The group has a lot of 
respect for you as their boss, 
and a word or two from you 
every so often about how good 
a job they do would mean a 
great deal to them." 

Moral: Even tough old birds 
may give in to tender words. 

Q: Last year oor coniMny 
gave $100,000 M local charities. 
The 100 of us in production 
make less than $4.50 an hoar. 
Who can Uve on that? 

They could have ^ven each 
of OS SO rants an hoar more. 
Why doesn't their charity bc^n 
at home?— F.L. 

A. Because the pressures and 
rewards of upholding their 



"image" in the community are 
greater than the pressures and 
rewards of paying higher 
wages. Their charitable con- 
tributions probably get them a 
lot of good publicity. 

Giving you an increase might 
get them your temporary 
gratitude, but little else. Also, if 
they have a bad year, they can 
cut back on their contributions 
with little negative effect on 
their image. If they give you an 
increase, and then cut your 
wages in a poor year, that 
would shake confidence in the 
company. 

This relates to a basic 
questions: What is the business 
of business? Is its proper role to 
provide profits and taxes and 
jobs paying a "living wage"? 
Or is it broader, to include sup- 
porting social welfare and the 
arts by diverting a portion of its 
profits (and wages?) to these ac- 
tivities? 

While there isn't space here 
to go into this question, I 
strongly suspect that if business 
contributions had to be 
anonymcMis there would be less 
of them — a lot less. 

In any case, I'd say you have 
a poweiful negotiating point, 
specially if you can prove that 
some of their charity goes to 
help individuals or families who 
earn more than the company is 
paying its own employees. 

Moral: While business 
charity may begin at home, it 
usually finds its way into the 
press.

Award committee 
taking nominations 



A small, but vocal group of 
citizens turned out to let the 
Mayor's Code of Ethics Commit- 
tee know what they want done in 
Virginia Beach for stricter con- 
flict-of-interest laws, at a public 
hearing last Tuesday night. 

The committee, appointed by 
Mayor Harold Heischober last 
month, is faced with preparing a 
code of ethics and/or a conflict- 
of-interest ordinance for the city. 
Chairman Sheldon L. Corner 
said that they have tentatively set 
November as a date for presen- 
ting Council with an ordinance. 

Many speakers said they 
favored a strict confiict-of-in- 
terest law that would help restore 
confidence that city officials are 
voting in the interest of con- 
stituants and not themselves. 

Rae LeSesne, representing the 
Citizen's Action Coalition, said, 
"The task of the committee is 
considered paramount in 
restoring the city's, confidence in 
its leaders. LeSesne said his 
organization recognized long ago 
that the city's conflict laws were 
too weak. 



LeSesne and another resident, 
Edward Bankston mentioned the 
need, in their opinion, for a right 
to recall in Virginia Beach. That 
provision would allow officials 
considered unfit to serve to be 
removed from office by the 
citizenry. 

Bankston said the law is 
needed "so that when these 
people don't cut the mustard, we 
can get rid of them . " 

Dr. E. Spencer Wise, represen- 
ting the North Virginia Beach 
Civic League, said the laws 
should be so strict that officials 
would fear the consequences and 
avoid even the appearance of 
conflict. He also said that a main 
problem is that some officials are 
repeat offenders and feel less 
guilty about the conflict each 
time it happens. 

"Each succeeding time it 
becomes easier," said Wise. 
"Could we say that some people 
have the best legislators... city 
councilmen that money can 
buy?" 

The topic of setting a dollar 
amount on what constitutes con- 



flict was on many speakers' min- 
ds. In previously published repor- 
ts the impression was given that 
the committee had already 
decided on a $5,000 minimum. 
Corner said that the figure had 
been discussed, but stressed that 
no final decisions had been made, 
and that the committee wanted to 
consider what the residents had 
to say in that regard. 

Most of the speakers stated 
that they felt no money figure 
should be used. 

"Any money that puts bread 
on his/her table is a conflict of 
interest," said Sheridan Barber, 
of the Red Mill Farms section of 
the city. 

Martha Kessler told the com- 
mittee she would like to see ap- 
pointed, as well as elected of- 
ficials, come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the ordinance, and that 
the ordinance should be written 
in such a way that the boundaries 
are dear. 

"Don't use 'legalese'. It's too 
easily misinterpreted," she said. 

Glenn Tainter reminded the

Rating records 

Recently, a nationally broadcast hews program 
featured Virginia Senator Paul Trible participating 
as Congress hears remarks from the recording in- 
dustry and people opposed to the often graphic 
lyrics of songs the recording industry is putting out 
these days. 

Many conservative organizations want the record 
indnstry to put warrni^ labds on records to let 
parents know that the lyrics of the songs may con- 
tain words and ideas that their children shouldn't 
be objected to. They want something similar to 
the rating system used for movies, so parents can 
use proper discretion in letting their children pur- 
chase music. 

The record industry feels that this idea is (1) not 
feasible because some 25,000 records are released 
each year as opposed to 325 movies, and (2) is one 
step away from censorship. 

Some of the videos shown on Music Television 
and other video programs, many people feel, are 
also too explicit for certain age groups and possibly 
should contain some warning to parents. 

The whole argument takes me back to an after- 
noon when I was about nine years old. My brother 
and I were listening to The Beatles "Ballad of John 
and Yoko." The song contains the line "Christ, 
you know it ain't easy," and my brother warned 
not to let our parents find out that we listened to a 
song that took the Lord's name in vain. 

A few years before that, a group of Christians in 
Detroit started a movement to "stamp out The 
Beatles" by burning the records. Thankfully, the 
movement didn't catch on and we were allowed to 
appreciate the music of the greatest group the 
world has ever known and probably will ever know. 

Who will decide what lyrics and videos are too 
explicit? Who will listen to the 25,000 records and 
categorize them into PG, PG-13, R and X? And, 
more importantly, where will they draw the line? 
Will they next read every book that is printed in the 
United States and give them ratings, too?— C.L. 

Seat belts save lives 

The lives of hundreds of front-seat occupants 
would be saved if rear-seat passengers wore seat 
belts. 

Research conducted in England shows that front- 
seat passengers share the benefits of encouraging 
rear-seat passengers to buckle up. Belts prevent 
people in the back from being thrown against 
front-seat occupants, forcing them against the 
storing wheel or windshield in spite of their own 
seat belts. 

In a collision at 35 miles per hour, a 150-pound 
back-seat passenger becomes an 8,000-pound 
missile. 

The result of this law of physics is severe injury 
or death to front-seat occupants who would have 
survived unhurt~if belted themselves.— Robert J.

Trible seeks warning labels 
on records with explicit lyrics 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

United States Senator Paul Trible today 
criticized explicit record lyrics, noting that what 
damanges our children and diminishes their 
future, harms us all. 

The Senate Commerce Committee held a 
hearing on the content of recordings and on 
suggestions to provide warning labels about 
sexually explicit or other potentially offensive 
material. 

In his statement to the Committee, Trible said, 
"Our culture powerfully affects individual charac- 
ter. When we are constantly confronted by that 
which is coarse, we become coarsened. Repeated 
exposure to lyrics describing rape, incest, sexual 
violence and perversion is like sandpaper to the 
soul-it rubs raw one's sensibilities, resulting in a 
state of emotional numbness and shock. 

"The effect of such lyrics on a well-adjusted 
child may not be cataclysmic; rather, the 
emotional damage is subtle. The effect on a 
troubled child can be disastrous, pushing him over 
an emotional precipice. And to the extent that in- 
dividual's attitudes are influenced, this becomes a 
very real social problem. 

"The linkage between experience, thought and 



action necessarily leads to a concern about the 
consequences for society. And it demands a 
response from each of us - not as "self-appointed 
guardians of the national morality" - but a con- 
cerned citizens and leaders of a great and lasting 
republic. 

"The issue before us is the exercise of moral 
suasion; jabeling of offensive lyrics, and other ef- 
forts aimed at encouraging restraint regarding the 
time, place and manner of the speech in question. 

"The first amendment is not under attack. The 
Constitution is many things to^^y peqple; ^ut 
they do not serve it well who thau|htlessly invi)ke 
its words to defend their every word of action. 

"Being a parent of two children is the most im- 
portant task I will ever have. To protect them 
during their youth, to provide for their needs, to 
encourage their education-these are all impor- 
tant. But I will be measured - we will each be 
measured - by how we teach right from vn-ong, by 
whether we impart respect for self and for others, 
by whether we pass on a sense of moral and ethical 
principles to our children."

Baby book helps parents 
recognize child's *first feelings' 



Well-read parents instantly 
recognize the names of Drs. Ben- 
jamin Spock and T. Berry 
Brazelton as the pediatricians 
who have advised millions about 
childhood. Now, Dr. Stanley 
Greenspan steps into that same 
spotlight with a book devoted to 
the emotional progressions of the 
young.

The Greenspans' system for 
tracing emotional growth 
through six milestones of 
development has already been 
adopted by the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. The 
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authors write, "There is an un- 
fortunate tendency to see dif- 
ficulties in a child's development 
as only important if it is felt that 
these difHculties will lead to 
problems later on. It is as though 
the despondent-looking infant is 
somehow less a person and less 



entitled to help than the 
depressed adult." 

Each chapter in the book is 
divided into three sections, con- 
sistently labeled as "Observing 
Your Baby"f "Owiting a Sup- 
portive Environment" and 
"Reviewing Your Support". 
Because successive failures at 
each stage are associated with the 
likelihood of greater problems 
later, the Greenspans urge early 
correction and help for the child. 

This intriguing work advises 
parents to be alert to the 
challenges faced by their of- 
fspring. First Feelings should be 
considered an important new 
resource about this significant 
aspect of childhood. Parents can 
only benefit from the Green- 
spans' presentation.

officials and private citizens and 
justnesses. For her efforts, Nor- 
thrup took a place on the stage 
with Governor Robb and other 
guest speakers and dignitaries.

VA offers employer incentives 



The Veterans Administration 
will offer special incentives to 
employers hiring certain disabled 
veterans in an effort to "bridge 
the gap" which has prevented 
some from being employed. 

Despite intensive placement ef- 
forts, some disabled veterans 
who are well-trained and other- 
wise qualified for employment 
may not be able to secure em- 
ployment. A lack of work ex- 
perience, and employer's special 
training requirements, or the 
nature of the disability can con- 
tribute to severe placement 
problems. 



Special provisions of the VA's 
vocational rehabilitation 
program allow payments to em- 
ployers to encourage the 
placement of disabled veterans 
who have completed training but 
who may be difficult to place due 
to their disabilities or lack of ex- 
perience. The payments can cover 
up to nine months of work ex- 
perience or on-job training to 
enable the veteran to adjust to 
and maintain employment. 

Under a written agreement 
with the employer, a VA official 
said, VA will pay for direct ex- 
penses that result from hiring the

committee that timing is impor- 
tant.

Approximately 1.5 million 
Veterans Administration pen- 
sioners and recipients of parent's 
Dependency and Indemnity 
Compensation will receive 
notices with their September 
checks informing them of 
changes in VA's income repor- 
ting procedures. 

VA Administrator Harry N. 
Walters said the notice explains 
the new Eligibility Verification 
Report (EVR) which replaces the 
old Annual Income Question- 
naire (AIQ) 

Walters pointed out the new 
system does not relieve pension 
recipients of their responsibility 
for reporting income changes 
when they occur. 

The first eligibility verification 
reports will be mailed on Oct. 1 
to those receiving protected pen- 
sion and Dependency and In- 



demnity Compensation (DIC) 
benefits and to Improved Pen- 
sion recipients who have a 
foreign mailing address. 

Beginning Dec. 1 and running 
through Sept. 1, 1986. EVR's will 
be mailed to the remaining im- 
proved pensioners at a rate of 
approximately 70,000 each mon- 
th. The EVR's will be sent first to 
the groups most likely to have in- 
come changes.' Pensioners with 
no income will be the last group 
to receive EVR's. 

Completion of the question- 
naire is required by law and 
failure to return it by the date 
shown on the form may result in 
interruption of benefits. 

Help in completing the new 
EVR forms is available from any 
VA regional office or from any 
of the major veterans' service 
organizations.

A few years 
ago, the city was listed as the 
fastest growing city on the East 
Coast.

City rich in history 



The City of Virginia Beach, 
as it exists today, began in 1%3 
with the merger of the resort 
City of Virginia Beach and 
Princess Anne County. Al- 
though the City is relatively 
young, its history dates back as 
far as the settlement of North 
America by the British. 

British colonists first landed 
at Cape Henry in 1607 and 
moved on to establish James- 
town. Princess Anne County 
was established in 1691. The 
foUwing year construction of a 
courthouse and jail were 
authorized and by 1702 every 
constitutional office in the 
county had been filled. 

In 1791, Cape Henry became 
fhe site of another important 
event, the construction of the 



first federally funded light- 
house, now a symbol of the City 
of Virginia Beach and the 
tocal point of the City seal. 

In 1824, the county seat was 
moved from Kempsville to 
Princes Anne because of its 
location at the Geographic cen- 
ter of the county. Princess Anne 
is now the seat of the City 
government. 

Toward the end of the nine- 
teenth century. Virginia Beach 
was beginning to develop as a 
seaside resort. In 1880, the first 
boardwalk was constructed of 
wood. By 1902, a road had been 
built in Virginia Beach via 
Cape Henry and the first elec- 
tric street cars were running in 
the resort area.

City seal reflects Beach, 
nation's history and progress 



The City seal is reflective of 
our nation's beginning, as well 
as landmarks and specialties for 
which Virginia Beach is recog- 
nized. Leaping martins form its 
outer edge and represent sport 
fishing, boating and other 
water activities available in 
the City. Strawberry leaves 
combine to create an inner 
circle, representing the import- 



ance of agriculture to the City's 
economy. Prominent in the 
seals's center is the Cape 
Henry Lighthouse and the cross 
marking the first landing of 
settlers on this nation's soil. 
The Lighthouse and the cross 
symbolize the beginnings of 
Virginia Beach, as well as the 
United States. Bright sunshine 
and blue water join the sandy 



beach to indicate the import- 
ance of tourism and the plea- 
sures of nature available to 
Virginia Beach residents and 
visitors. 

This design is the offical seal 
for the City.

In 1906, Virginia Beach was 
incorporated as a town. Its land 
area totalled 1 ,600 acres and it 
had a population of 642. 

What was to be the eventual 
merger of the City of Virginia 
BCach and Princess Anne 
County had its beginnings in 
1923 with the first annexation of 
a section of the county by the 
town. In 1924, the town entered 
a'water agreement with the City 
of Norfolk and in 1926 the 
wooden boardwalk was re- 
placed with concrete. 

Op January 1, 1959, the City 
of Norfolk annexed 13.5 square 
miles of Princess Anne Cdunty, 
along with approximately 
38,000 county residents. A 
campaign began for the con- 
solidation of the City of Virginia 
Beach and the County of 
Princess Anne to prevent 
further annexations. On Janu- 
ary 4, 1962, a referendum was 
held and voters approved a 
consolidation agreement by a 
five-to-one margin. The merger 
became effective January 2, 
1963. 

Today, Virginia Beach can no 
longer be only categorized as a 
resort area. With a population 
of almost one third of a million 
people and land area of 310 
square miles, it is truly a City.

Beach began at 
Maritime Museum 



This history begins in 1878 
when there was no City of 
Virginia Beach, no town, no 
village, not even a hamlet on 
the oceanfront. All that exisited 
prior to that year was a long and 
lonely sweep of sand and the 
Atlantic Ocean. The shoals 
from Cape Henry to the south 
along the Virginia coastline and 
across the North Carolina bord- 
er, were the resting places for 
scores upon scores of vessels 
that beached, foundered, or 
broke apart in the sudden and 
violent storms that occurred 
along the unmarked and deso- 
late shoreline. When the crew 
and passenger survived the 
fury of the weather and the peril 
of a splintered and sinking ship, 
it was to their own bravery that 
they owed their lives. There was 
no help ashore. 

The United States Congress, 
acknowledging the dangers and 



destructive forces of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean along the Virginia 
shore, created the United 
States Life-Saving Service in 
1871, and in 1874 authorized 
three Life-Saving Stations to be 
built along the coast of what is 
now Virginia Beach. In 1878, 
two more stations were added, 
which brought the total number 
of stations to five. The Life-Sav- 
ing Stations were numbered 
beginning with the northern- 
most one: Cape-Henry — Num- 
ber 1, followed by six-mile 
intervals by Seatack — Number 

2, Dam Neck Mills — Number 

3, Little Island — Number 4, 
and False Cape — Number 5. 

It was Seatack Life — 
saving Station Number 2, a 
Aivood boathousc at which is now 
24th Street and Atlantic Ave- 
nue, that was the embryo of the 
present city of Virginia Beach.

Virginia Beach General in 20th year at Beach 



Virginia Beach General 
Hospital, now in its 20th year at 
its 263-bed, acute care facility 
on First Colonial Road in the 
Hilltop area, has made a 
resounding commitment for 
more than two decades to meet 
the growing healthcare needs of 
Virginia's largest city. The 
city's largest and only not-for- 
profit hospital, chartered in 
developed from, a small 
44-bed facility on 25th Street 
and Arctic Avenue and moved 
to its present location where it 
has provided the community 
with medical services since 
1965. 

Through the years, the 
hospital has expanded to ac- 
cmodate the city's rapid 
population growth and 
developments in medical 
technology. Now VBGH ncars 
completion of a $20 million 
comprehensive construction 
and renovation project to keep 
pace with growing needs for 
medical services. 

Among the ovei 100,000 
square feet of newly- 
constructed areas are a 
uniquely-designed birthing cen- 
ter, expanded surgical suite and 
sterile processing area, and new 
emergency, respiratory, and 
materials management depar- 
tments. 

The new radiation therapy 
center and outpatient 
diagnostic center are both 
scheduled for completion in the 
fall. Although the number of 
licensed beds will not increase, 
the number of private rooms 
will almost double. 



"We are building a hospital 
that will be a fully-modern 
healthcare facility for the 
people of Hampton Roads," 
commented Rita B. _Wopd. 
hospital president. "Our 
current building program is the 
largest and most comprehensive 
in the history of the hospital. It 
will result in additions and 
renovations affecting 90 per- 
.fent of the facility and will 
provide state-of-the art medical 
technology throughout." 

The genial contractor for 
the expansion/renovation 
program is Turner Cmistruc- 
tion Cnnpany, who for the past 
five years has averaged nearly 
$300 million in healthcare con- 
struction alone. Odell 
Associates, Inc. is the architect 
for the m^ority of the project. 
VVKR, Inc. is the radiation 
thrapy center architect. 

The expansion of inpatient 
and outpatient medical services 
at VBGH offers a complete 
diversity of medical care for all 
ages. The new $3.4 million Bir- 
thing Center is among the most 
sophisticated maternal care 
operations in the United States. 
The 34,000 square foot addition 
includes seven labor-delivery- 
recovery rooms that provide all 
the amenities of a home-like 
atmosphere within a highly ef- 
ficient medical environment. In 
addition, the center has a large 
family waiting area, two high- 
risk labor rooms, two delivery 
rooms with an infant 
resuscitation area, and a 
recovery room. The 46-bassinet 
nursery includes four nurseries 



for babies bom without com- 
plications, a neonatal intensive 
care nursery, an isolation nur- 
sery, and an observation eta- 
sery. 

The new $4 million Surgical 
Suite encompassing 22,788 
square feet is equally innovative 
with ten separate operating 
rooms for general and 
specialized siu-gical procedures. 
Among the specialty areas is a 
neurosurgery operating room 
equipped with a ceiling- 
mounted microscope adjusted 
by the surgeon from a special 
chair with foot pedal controls. 
The (q>hthahnology operating 
room includes an operating 
table whidi converts to a bed 
after surgery, allowing for 
careful transport of patients af- 
ter delicate eye surgery. 

Other rooms are specially- 
equipped for orthopedic, 
vascular, gynecological, ear- 
nose-throat, plastic, and cyc- 
toscopy surgeries. A laser is 
used for many surgical 
procedures, including 
gynecological and neurologic^ 
cases. The new suite also in- 
cludes new outpatient surgical 
facilities designed for patient 
privacy and family access, a 
recovery area with individual 
patient monitoring systems, 
and an expanded sterile 
processing and distribution 
unit. 

The recently-completed 9,000 
square foot enwrgency depar- 
tment has an enlarged treat- 
ment area with 21 beds, in- 
cluding four shock/trauma 
rooms, two pediatric treatment 



areas, and a radioactive decon- 
tamination room. Beds are 
equipped with cardiac 
monitors. The new emergency 
department is adjacent to the 
surgical suite to provide rapid 
transport of patients requiring 
emergency surgeries. 

The radiation therapy center 
is a $3 million project that in- 
cludes 8,000 square feet of new ' 
construction. Anas El-Mahdi, 
M.D., professor and chairman 
of radiation oncology and 
biophysics at Eastern Virginia 
Medical School, is the new cen- 
ter's medical director. Other 
personnel include a physicist, 
chief technologist/dosimetrist, 
registered and licensed practical 
nurses, radiologic technicians, 
and administrative support per- 
sonnel. 

The facility includes a 
radiotherapy linear accelerator 
and simulator, a physics lab, 
physicians' offices, and 
examination rooms. This soh- 
pisticated equipment is used to 
adnunster the radiation therapy 
treatment. Completion of the 
center will allow VBGH, while 
continuing to provide 
chemotherapy and surgery, to 
offer full service treatment to 
cancer patients who must 
currently travel to other Ham- 
pton Roads cities for radiation 
therapy. 

The opening of the out- 
patient diagnostic center in late 
1985 will offer patients a com- 
plete range of medical services 
in a centralind location. Ex- 
tended hours, designated 
parking, and centralized 



registration will help to provide 
convenient, professional 
medical services that include 
blood testing, x-rays, mammo- 
graphies, and other routine 
procedures. Pre-admission 
testing for outpatient surgeries 
will also be conducted in the 
new center. 

Through HealthQuest, the 
hospital currently offers 
numerous health education 
prc^rams for people of all ages. 
Included are Smoke Stoppers~a 
smoking cessation course, and 
Be Trim~a weight reduction 
and maintenance program. 
Culinary Hearts Kitchen is a 
cooking course using recipes 
with low-calorie, low- 
cholesterol, low-fat foods. Jaz- 
ZCTcise for all ages is offered, 
along with Hearty Arteries-a 
medically-surpervised program 
for persons having coronary 
risk factors or heart problems. 
The HealtQuest Department, 
481-8141, can supply more in- 
formation about the various 
programs offered. Inpatients at 
the hospital are also offered a 
variety of educational programs 
through preoperative teaching 
classes and closed-circuit" 
patient education television. 

Virginia Beach General 
Hospital is one of the city's 
largest employers with nearly 
1 ,W0 onployees and more than 
400 medical staff members. The 
hospital is accredited by the 
Joint Commission on Ac- 
creditation of Hospitals and 
licensed by the Virginia State 
Dq>artment of Health.

The station took its name, 
Seatack, from the term giveni 
to the general area many years 
before. Some say that it was 
I . formed by a contraction of the 

, wor4s. "sea attack," after the 

British launched a sea assault 
during the War of 1812. Others 
say it came from the mariner's 
term, "sea tack," because the 
sailing ships had to tack along 
the coast before turning their 
bows eastward and sailing for 
the open seas. 

While the origin of the name 
Seatack is not clearly known, 
what is known is that the men 
who manned that small station 
by the Atlantic — surftnen — 

>-* became the first resident of 

the City of Virginia Beach. They 
built modest homes, supple- 
mented their meager incomes 
with fishing and hunting, 
married and started families. 
They became the first year- 
round citizens of Virginia 
Beach. More people came with 
their families. A store sprang 
up. Then more families came. 
And a few more stores were 
opened. 

The ocean remained treacherous 
to the men who sailed it, but to 
those ashore the Atlantic and 
the wide sweep of sand beach 
were soon recognized as great 
gifts from nature to be enjoyed 
in the warm summer months by 
the old and the young whose 
lives were centered around the 
Seatack Life-Saving Station. In 
1880 a group of enterprising 
businessmen built a clubhouse 



that soon gave way to a large 
hotel complex — the Princess 
Anne Hotel. Soon summertime 
vacationers from around Vir- 
ginia — Richmond, Lynchburg, 
Roanoke, Charlottesville — 
were packing streamer trunks 
and boarding trains for the new 
and popular restort. Visitors 
from northern states began to 
vacation in the winter months, 
finding relief from the ice and 
snow at home. 

As the shipping traffic along 
the coast grew, the responsibili- 
ties of the surftnen grew. The 
first Seatack Station was re- 
placed by a second one in 1903. 
The Life-Saving Service gave 
way to the United States Coast 
Guard in 1915 and the station 
was manned by U.S. Coast 
Guardsmen. 

The Coast Guardsmen were 
among the first lifeguards for 
vacationing swimmers at the 
beach, watching over the sum- 
mer crowds ft-om a small stand 
in front of the station; a dory 
always ready to respond to 
swimmers in distress. In addi- 
tion to keeping watch over 
merchant ships, the Coast 
Guardsmen were given added 
responsibilities when World 
War 11 arrived. On foot and on 
horseback, they patrolled the 
beachfront, enforcing curfews 
and insuring that no foreign 
agents landed along the beach. 

Lifeboats finally gave way to 
amphibious vehicles as a means 
of rescue, and modern methods 
of navigation finally brought an 



end to the service that had 
begun in 1878. No longer 
needed, and crowded on all 
sides by a growing hotel trade, 
the Virginia Beach Station was 
decommissioned in January 
1969, 91 years after it had 
begun its vigil over the ships 
that saild along the Virginia 
coastline. 



When its flag was struck on 
January 16, 1969, the station 
log was filled with the details of 
dramatic rescues at sea — the 
Benjamin F. Poole, the Henry 
B. Hyde, and the Dictator, 
among the more well-known. 

More importantly, certainly 
to those who reside in the City 
of Virginia Beach and to those 
who come each year to visit, the 
log represented a daily 
chronicle of the history of the 
City, ftt>m its conception as a 
modest frame Life-Saving 
Station to a thriving summer 
resort and attractive year-round 
home. Seatack Life-Saving 
Station Number 2 is truly where 
"The Beach" began. 

The white frame building at 
24th Street sits modestly among 
the towering oceanfront motels. 
Most Beach residents still refer 
to it fondly as "the old Coast 
Guard Station." 

Today, it has a new name. 
The Virginia Beach Maritime 
Historical Museum, and an 
important new mission: to pre- 
serve the history and heritage 
of Virginia Beach.

With annual expenditures 
over $324 million, the Naval 
Air Station, Oceana has not 
only added tremendously to the 
economic growth of Virginia 
Beach, but has also made a 
dynamic impact in the nation's 
defense. 

Oceana which used to be an 
auxiliary airfield, has 



developed into a master jet 
base. From 328 icres of swam- 
pland in 1940 to 5,916 acres in 
1985, it has grown over sixteen 
times its original si2e in the last 
forty-five years. Oceana has a 
plant replacement value over 
$500 million. The cost of 
operations and maintenance of 
the station is $29,543,400. 

Although many types of air- 
craft use the base, Oceana's 



primary function centers 
around maintaining over 150 F- 
14 Tomcat supersonic jet 
fighters and over 100 A-6 In- 
truder bombers at an annual 
cost of $36,519,000. 

The most advanced all- 
weather, carrier based fighter 
yet conceived is the F-14 Tom- 
cat. Because of agility, 
visibility, range weapons con- 
trol and armament the F-14 is 



more fighter than anything 
flying today, according to Navy 
reports. The jets travel at Mach 
2, which is twice the speed of 
sound or about 1,440 MPH. 
One unique aspect of the F-14 is 
the "variable-sweep-wing." As 
the speed of the jet increases its 
wings sweep back 

automatically. The bubble 
canopy gives the pilot and 
missile control officer the all 
around visibility required for 
air-to-air and air-to-ground 
target detection. 

The Grumman A-6E TRAM 
Intruder is the latest version of 
the Navy and Marine Corps at- 
tack aircraft. The A-6E is best 
known for putting bombs on 
target. It can detect, identify, 
track and destroy tactical 
targets in any weather, day or 
night. 

TRAM, Target Recognition 
Attack Multisensor provides 
television-type imagery of 
targets not detectable visibly or 
by radar, and is coupled with 
laser-guided weapon delivery. 
TTie Intruder is used to carry 
more than 30 types of bombs, 
rockets, missiles. Naval mines or 
fuel tanks up to a capacity of 
18,000 lbs. 

Oceana has the longest run- 
ways in Tidewater, over seven 
miles, and is located near the 
warming currents of the Atlan- 
tic Gulf Stream, which enables 



it to operate when other fields 
cannot. 



There is one take-off or lan- 
ding every two minutes, twenty- 
four hours a day. Night man- 
uevers are practiced from 
Oceana's satellite airfield, 
NALF Fentress in Chesapeake. 

Not only is Oceana the most 
advanced, productive and im- 
portant air station in the U. S. 
Navy, but it is also a vital part 
of the economic growth in 
Virginia Beach. 

According to recent Naval 
reports, Oceana has a gross an- 
nual payroll exceeding $242 
million and additional military 
construction which totals over 
$16 million. 

Oceana employs 10,500 ac- 
tive military personnel plus 
1,300 civilians. The total 
dependents of active military 
and civilian employees is 
13,365. There are 8,928 retired 
Navy personnel from Oceana 
and ti^eir dependents total 
25,627. 

There are 3,676 Navy 
families stationed at Oceana. 
The families that live in 
Military Housing total 1,224. 
Those that own houses total 
1,320; mobile home owners 
total 101. The rest, 1,030, rent 
apartments or houses.

Fort Story is home to 
the Army Amphibians

Fort Story, located at Cape 
Henry in Virginia Beach, is not 
only known for its historical 
landmarks but is also an active 
military base known as the 
"Home of the Army Am- 
phibians." 

Fort Story is the only area 
suitable, by virtue of the sea 
and natural land features, for 
the wide variety of training and 
operations done there. Am- 
phibious training in logistical- 
over-the-shore (LOTS) 
operations has been done at the 
Fort since 1948. 

The installation contains 
1,4S1 acm of sandy trails, 
cypros swamp, grassy dunes 
and beu:hes which are lined on

one side by the Chesapeake Bay 
and another side by the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Fort Story, activated in 1917, 
was named after Major General 
John Patten Story (1841-1915) 
who was one of the most noted 
Coast Artillery Officers of this 
day. In 1961, Fort Story 
became a permanent sub in 
stallation of the Army Tran- 
sportation Center of Fort Eustis 
in Newport News. 

Since its beginnings. Fort 
Story's mission has changed to 
meet the needs of the times. It 
was a Coastal Artillery 
stronghold: it helped utilize 
some of the work force 
of the 30's in the Qvilian Con- 
servation Corps.; it was the site 
of a 1,8(X) bed convalescent 



hospital for returning veterans 
of World War II. The hospital 
accomodated 13,472 patients 
before it closed in March 1946. 

Fort Story's military history 
add modern mission are often 
overlooked because of the 
popularity of its national 
civilian history. 

The Cape Henry Memorial 
and the Cape Henry Lighthouse 
are visited by thousands of 
tourists each ynu*. 

On April 26, 1607, three 
small ships commanded by 
Captain Christopher Newport 
ended a five month voyage. 
Cape Henry is the landing site 
of these ships which were 
carrying 105 colonists. The 
pilgrims, who later became the 
Jamestown settlers explored the 



shore for four days and erected 
a cross there. 

In 1935, the Daughters of the 
American Colonists erected an 
eighteen foot cross at the ap- 
proximate landing site. An an- 
nual pilgrimage is made to the 
Cape Henry Memorial on the 
closest Sunday to April 26. 

Another landmark, the Old 
Cape Henry Lighthouse was 
authori»d and funded by our 
first Congress. President 
George Washington sent a 
mess^e to Congress ordering" 
...that a lighthouse be built near 
the entrance of the Chesapeake 
Bay." The lighthouse was built 
in 1791 and is now a registered 
National Historical Landmark. 
The old lighthouse was replaced 
by a more modem one in 1881 .

Dam Neck, located about 
Hve miles south of Virginia 
Beach, is an active military base 
used mostly for technical 
training in Naval warfare doc- 
trines and tactics. It is also an 
award winning federal game 
preserve. 

Over 18,000 students are 
trained aimually in over 110 
courses at Dam Neck. The 
Director of Training oversees 
843 offlcer and enlisted staff 
members and a Fiscal year 1985 
operating budget of $4 million. 

The training consists of four 
instructional departments: in- 
tergrated Tactical Systems: 
Weapons Training: 

Operations Specialist "A" 
School: Anti-submarine War- 
fare Command and Control. 

The Fleet Combat Training 
Center, Atlantic, Dam Neck 
(FCTCANT) was com- 



missioned in 1942 and provided 
gunnery training to fleet per- 
sonnel. As World War II 
escalated the peak student load 
occured in 1944 as 1,600 of- 
ficers and 18,500 enlisted mem- 
bers were trained. By 1945, a 
total of 29,826 officers and 
327,965 enlisted members had 
been trained. Today the average 
daily base population including 
military and civilian staff and 
students is about 6,000. 

To meet the needs of the 
student increases, over $50 
million of construction projects 
are being built or have recently 
been completed. 

From 1980-1988 over $100 
million worth of military con- 
struction will be built at the 
command. The command con- 
sists of over 160 buildings and 
its real property value is 
estimated at S266 million.

The Planters Peanut Com- 
pany traces its roots back to the 
late 1800s when Amedeo Obici. 
a young Italian immigrant, 
started out with a 100-pound 
bag of peanuts and a home- 
made roaster in Scranton, Pa. 

By 1906, Obici had moved to 
Wilkes-Barre, where he went 
into partnership with future 
brother-in-law Mario Peruzzi 
and rented a small factory and 
dubbed the firm Planters Pea- 
nut Co. 

In 1912 Obici journeyed to 
Suffolk, Va.. where he was 
buying peanuts and formulated 

plans for a peanut processing 
plant. That plant opened up in 
1913 on a S25,000 loan. 

The Suffolk holdings expan- 
ded to 36 buildings over 38 
acres over the next few deca- 
des. New plants were opened 
in Toronto, Canada and San 
Francisco. 

On his death in 1947. Obici 
was succeeded by partner Peru- 
zzi. In 1960 Standard Brands 
brought Planters Peanuts. 

Nabisco and Standard Brands 
merged in 1981 and the result is 
now known as Nabisco Brands, 
Inc.

acres. Forty-seven per cent of 
the land is environmentally 
constrained, meaning that no 
military construction can be 
erected on this ground. 

The grounds consist of a wide 
variety of marshes, coastal 
beaches, forest and shrub 
wetlands, sand dunes and open 
water areas. To protect the sand 
dunes from erosion, snow fen- 
ces are erected and dune grass is 
planted. There are also walk- 
ways over the dunes to keep 
people from walking on the 
dunes. 

Dam Neck has a federally- 
certified park technician to 
protect wildlife and oversee the 
recreational hunting and fishing 
done there. 

In October 1984, the Virginia 
Wildlife Federation awarded 
the command a special Cer- 
tificate of Recognition for the 
bases 's extensive efforts to 
maintain its ecological resour- 
ces.

Michele Harvey... In any 
business you'd have to call her a 
class act. Michele was bom in 
Indianapolis, and spent her 
early childhood in Auburn,, In- 
diana, which is the home of the 
Aubum-Cord-Duscnberg Auto- 
mobiles. That probably ac- 
counts for her fascination for 
fast and classy cars. (She just 
bought a silver Fiero, and has 
been running up the odometer 
touring her new hometown 
area). When Michele was nine, 
the family moved to Atlanta... 
and as Michele puts it "that was 
known as my southern belle 
period". More class: In high 
school she was class president 2 
years, elected to honor 
societies, earned governor's 
honors in drama, worked on 
the class annual, played on the 
tennis team, was on th drill 
team, and wouldn't you know 
it, was a cheerleader and 
graduate in the top ten of a 
class of 300. 

"By the time I got to David- 
son College, I was exhausted" 
No wonder. She etuoUed as a 
pre-med student because she 
thought a career in orthodon- 
tics would straighten her out, - 
but changed her major to fren- 
ch, and spent her junior year in 
France soaking up culture, and 
then, after all that, gradtuted, 
and went to work as "keeper of 
the morgue" for the Macon, 
Ga. Telegraph and News. 

She finally got her "big 
Break" into newspaper jour- 
nalism with a then hard to get 
intewrview with Conway Twit- 
ty. The reward: A year and a 
half chasing Georgia moon- 
shiners, boot-leggers, gamblers, 
and the like all over the Macon 
area as a police reporter.

Michele's duties included: early 
morning live cut-ins, anchoring 
the evening news, and in bet- 
ween, she shot news videotapes 
out of an ancient VW Beetle 
with the station's part-time 
janitor/part-time cameraman's 
assitance. Michele figures, 
rightly so, that experience like 
that really helps one decide 
what kind of a career is best for 
him or her. "It was, to 
paraphrase Mark Twain, sort 
of like carrying a cat home by 
its tail.. .you'd probably do it 
only once... but if you ever 
thought of doing it again, you'd 
know what to expect". 

Later Michele landed a news 
co-anchor job with Columbus, 
Georgia's CBS asfiliate WRBL. 
There she also produced several 
medical series including 
features on open heart surgery, 
cancer treatment and a large 
number of programs on health 
related subjects. 

Prior to joining the WTKR 
news team, Michele was 
producing and co-anchoring the 
7 o'clock and II o'clock news 
at the Columbus station. All 
this is history, and very multi- 
faceted at that. 

But what about Michele Har- 
vey you might meet playing her 
favorite sport, tennis, or 
walking her Doberman, 
"Bandt"? WeU. first of aU 
she'd probably beat you at ten- 
nis, and the dog would definitly 
beat you at biting... Michele is a 
fiCTce competitor, and so^s the 
dog. She doesn't strong arm 
you with a lot of women's 
rights rhetoric. She doesn't 
have to. She's a shining exam- 
ple of the "Forget all that, just 
go for what you want, and 




don't stop until you get it" 
school. Nfichele is "curious". 
That's probably the key. If it's 
happening, she wants to know

Sounds like typical P. R. 
jargon, but in Michele's case 
it's so true. It doesn't even stop 
there. Despite the heeding of 
peers, Michele is apt to become 
emotionally involved in things.

It was in the latter part of 
1%8 that a forward thinking 
group of men decided to 
organize and operate a national 
bank, an establishment that 
would bring Blacks into the 
economic mainstream. The 
organizers were Edward Delk, 
Alfred Green, Hilary H. Jones, 
Jr., Bertram J. Myers, Walter 
H. Riddick, Sr., Elbert Stewart, 
and Earle F. Thomas. The title 
initially chosen was United 
National Bank, later to be 
renamed Atlantic National 
Bank. 

Formation of the Bank was 
spearheaded by the Tidewater 
Area Business League, later 
severing its affiliation with the 
project in 1970. A month later, 
Atlantic National Bank opened 
a temporary office in the 
Rotunda Building, 41S St. 
Paul's Boulevard in Norfolk, 
later to become its permanent 
location. With the Bank's 
opening, the Rotunda Building 
was renamed the Atlantic 
National Bank Building. 

Following the approval of 
organization, officers of the 
Bank announ(^ a stock of- 
fering of 100,000 shares, at SIO 
per share, par at $5 in order to 
raise funds for the community's 
first bi-racial bank. (It is the 
thid bi-racial banking in- 
stitution on the East Coast). 

Success was achieved to make 
Atlantic National Bank, a very 
broad-based community enter- 
prise. The sale of stock took an 
unusual length of time, but it 



was the thinking of the 
Regional Administrator of 
National Banks that it should 
be extended the necessary time 
needed. When the final block of 
stock was sold, totalling $1 
million, it had the highest total 
number of stockholders of any 
banking institution, well over 
fourteen hundred. 

Many people in Tidewater 
who had never owned stock 
before subscribed for stock. 
Mr. R. Minor Eager was chosen 
the Bank's prospective 
President and Walter H. Rid- 
dick, Sr., Chairman of the 
■ Board. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 8, 
1971, with a total number of 
15,895 authorized shares, 
Atlantic National Bank opened 
for business with Mr. Kenneth 
Cox as its first operation 
President. Deposits aggregated 
$178,818.82. Mr. Earle F. 
Thomas became Vice President 
and Secretary, later to become 
President in December, 1972 
with the resignation of Kenneth 
Cox earlier that year. One year 
later, Mr. Thomas resigned 
from the Presidency and was 
replaced by bishop Levi E. 
Willis. Bishop Willis served in 
this position for approximately 
one year. 

In January, 1975, the internal 
strife began to cease. Atlantic 
National Bank was finally 
blessed with a "Banker" for iis 
Presidency. From the presiden- 
cy of Citizens Trust Bank, 
Atlanta, Georgia, came Charles 



M. Reynolds, Jr., a former 
National Bank Examiner, to 
assume the position of 
President, Bishop L. E. Willis. 
With him he brought a wealth 
of banking experience, the 
nutrient so vitally needed to aid 
in correcting some of the ills of 
the past. 

Currently, the Bank is 
operated by a six-man Board of 
Directors, Bishop L. E. Willis, 
Chairman, Phillip Brooks, Ed- 
ward Delk, Charles M. 
Reynolds, Jr., Elbert Stewart,a 
nd Joseph Vita. There are six 
officers and a staff of fifteen. 
With all of the previous 
problems behind them, the 
wealth of experience gained by 
the Board of Directors, its 
previous Chief Executive Of- 
ficer, Bishop L. E. Willis, and a 
staff of trained personel, the 
only ingredient necessary today 
is deposit growth for our local 
community. 

Today, Atlantic National 
Bank celebrates ten years of 
service and has provided over ^~ 
$1 1 million worth of loans, and 
through those loans has in- 
creased the viability of those 
buisnesses and helped to 
provide a competitive at- 
mosphere in the community.

Qty breaks ground for library 



The city was proud to break 
ground in August for a new 
Central Library to be located 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard 
near Loehmann's Flaza. 

The multi-story building is 
being constructed by The 
Design Collaborative.

In 1977, after considerable 
growth in sales, the company 
held a ground breaking cere- 
mony for its new facility on a 
27-acre tract on Oceana Indus- 
trial Park. The first phase of 
construction was the comple- 
tion of a 21,000 square-foot 
office complex and an 80,050 
square-foot manufacturing 
plant. The oimplex's dedication 
ceremony was led by former 
Governor, John N. Dalton the 
next year. That same year, the 
company aquired 27 additional 
acres and in 1983 construction 
on Manufacturing Plant II was 
completed.

company. 

"Stihl has earned the acco- 
lade of beings fine corporate 
citizen, beyond merely the 
financial aspect of its presence 
as largest employer here in 
Virginia Beach," said Virginia 
Beach Mayor, Harold Heischo- 
ber during his address at the 
10th anniversary ceremony. 

Stihl's new number-one posi- 
tion in U.S. retail sales of 
gasoline-powered chain saws 
becomes even more remarkable 
when one considers that out of 
approximately 60,000 national 
chain saw outlets, Stihl only 
sells its products via 8,000 
authbriied dealerships. These 
dealers work through the com- 
pany's 32 independently own- 
ed U.S. distributorships com- 
pleting the company's two-step 
process for sales and service of 
Stihl products to the consumer. 

The history of Stihl in Vir- 
ginia Beach is not complete 
without understanding the 
history of its parent company, 
Andreas Stihl. When Andreas 
Stihl, a young German design 
engineer, founded his company 
in 1926, with, according to 
daughter Eva Mayr-Stihl, "one 
co-worker and a great deal 
of trust in the Lord. " his dream 
of a lightweight, reliable, "tree 
felling machine" was truly 



radical. His challenge: to deve- 
lop a tool for the woodcutter, a 
motor-driven saw that would be 
portable, easy to handle, and 
reliable. 

"Many thought such a rug- 
ged machine must be necessari- 
ly heavy in order to stand up to 
rough everyday use," Andreas 
Stihl once said. "The frowned 
upon trimming any weight." 

Stihl also faced strong op- 
positio^from loggers who fear- 
ed such a saw would replace 
them. But by 1929, Andreas 
Stihl had introduced the first 
Stihl gasoline-powered saw. By 
1939, a "noticeably lighter" 
model was introduced — it 
required two operators and 
weighed 104 pounds! 

By 1950, Stihl was showcas- 
ing the first one-man saw, the 
Stihl BLK, and by 1956 had 
introduced the first truly light- 
weight saw. marking the reali- 
zation of a 30-year quest for 
inventor Andreas Stihl.

Rudiger Stihl, director of cor- 
porate legal afl'airs and Gcr- 
hilde Schette, silent partner. 
Today, 59 years after its found- 
ing, his children are still man- 
aging the business and are 
person.! ly committed to over- 
sering Stihl's manufacturing 
plants and marketing subsidi- 
aries in 9 countries.

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Virginia Natural Gas fuels home needs 




The last word in natnral gas appliances was displayed by Virginia Electric and Power and City Ga» 
Companies at a retail store on Plume Street in Norfolk in the late 1920's. 



Today natural gas is again a 
vital energy source in 
Tidewater. This fuel provides 
heat and hot water for. homes 
and businesses, cooks meals 
every day and performs 
numerous duties in the 
processing and manufacturing 
industries. 



Although it plays a major 
role in today's energy picture, 
the natural gas industry in Tide- 
water came from very humble 
beginnings in the nineteenth 
century with the introduction of 
gas street lighting. 

During this period it was the 
lamplighter's duty to see that 



every evening at dusk the street 
lamps were lighted and then 
turned off again the following 
morning. His job became easier 
and quicker and the lighting 
more effective with the advent 
of the gas street light. He no 
longer carried a ladder to per- 
form his job as he did with the 



kerosene oil lights nor did he 
have to trim wicks and carry a 
kerosene can. 

In 1850 a group of Norfolk 
citizens formed the City Gas 
Association to provide gas for 
lighting the city's streets. The 
company's first plant was 
located at Walke and Mariner 
Streets in Norfolk and used 
rosin in iron vessels to manu- 
facture gas. While this process 
produced gas of a high 
illuminating value, it also was 
dirty and hazardous. The plant 
burned down three times in two 
years. 

Bowing to complaints by 
nearby citizens who objected to 
the smoke and soot, the com- 
pany decided to rebuild its 
production plant on a new site 
at Starr Street and Monticello 
Avenue and began using coal 
for gas production in 1853. 

During the occupation of 
Norfolk in the War Between the 
States, Federal troops com- 
mandeered the local gas com- 
pany for military purposes. The 
owners of the company 
regained control after the war 
and quickly recovered during 
the reconstruction period. 

During the next quarter cen- 
tury demand for manufactured 
gas as a lighting source in- 



creased significantly. The suc- 
cess of the first gas business in 
Norfolk led to the formation of 
other companies, and in 1896 
three such businesses merged to 
form the City Gas Company of 
Norfolk. 

While the gas business in 
Norfolk was enjoying much 
success, a new invention 
developed by Thomas A. 
Edison in 1879 would soon 
reshape the gas business 
forever. 

This new invention, the in- 
candescent lamp, spawned a 
new utility. Everywhere in the 
U.S. new companies sprang up 
to provide electricity for incan- 
descent lighting, and soon gas 
lights were being replaced by 
electric lights. 

Responding to strong com- 
petition from one such local 
utility, the City Gas Company 
constructed its own electric 
power station in 1888 for "the 
supplying of electric lighting 
competition with the new Elec- 
tric Company of Virginia." 

This electric business 
operated under the name City 
Gas Company for ten years un- 
til it was sold to its competitor, 
the Electric Company of 
Virginia, in 1898.

The gas business, however, 
remained independent until it 
was purchased by the Norfolk 
Railway and Light Company in 
1900. Gas service in Norfolk 
remained part of this company 
until July 1, 1930 when it 
became the Gas Department of 
Virginia Electric and Power 
Company. 

In 1944 the PeninsuU-based 
Virginia Public Service Com- 
pany merged with Vepco and 
added 13,000 gas customers in 
the Newport News-Hampton 
area. Gas service was originally 
established on the Peninsula in 
1897 by the Newport News Gas 
Company. 

A major milestone in the 
history of Vepco's Gas Depart- 
ment occurred in 1951 when the 
company converted from 
manufactured to natural gas. 
Since the heating content (Btu) 
of natural gas was higher than 
that of manufactured gas, the 
Company had to convert the 
burners on all of its customers' 
appliances. The process in- 



and took over a year to com- 
plete. 

Eighteen years after the con- 
version Vepco again expanded 
its gas operations when it pur- 
chased the Virginia Beach Gas 
Corporation in October 1969. 
The purchase incorporated an 
additional 1,000 customers to 
the area gas distribution net- 
work. 

In Jan. 1982 the history of 
Tidewater's gas company came 
full circle when employees of 
the new gas division, Vii^nia 
Natural Gas, established head- 
quarters at 5100 E. Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. 

Reorganization was completed 
in the faU of 1982. and VNO 
began a new phase in its history 
as a utility dedicated to provid- 
ng efficient, economical natural 
gas service to its customers. 

Today Virginia Natural Gas 
serve about 126,000 gas 
customers in Norfolk, Chesa- 
peake, Virginia Beach, 
Newport News, Hampton, 
Poquoson, Williamsburg and

At this time next year, two 
new elementary schools will be 
about to open. Construction 
has begun on Birdneck Elemen- 
tary, located next to the Fire 
Department training tower on 
Birdneck Road near General 
Booth Boulevard. The unique- 
ly-designed school will house 
some 1,575 students in two 
major wings connected by over- 
sized cafetoriums, gymnasiums, 
and libraries. One wing will be 
for primary grade students 
(K-3); the other will be for 
uppa- elanentary grades (4-6). 
The design of the building was 
made possible because the site 
was considerably larger than th6 
usual elementary school site. 
I The second new elementary 
school set to open next year is 
Rosemont Forest Elementary. It 
is located south of the present 
Recreation Drive (eventually to 
be widened, renamed Lynn- 
haven Parkway, and connected 
to the present Lynnhavoi Park- 
way), bordered by Bellamy 
rtantatien and Salem Canal. 
The school, on which construc- 
tion has just b^iun, will be the 
size of a number of other newer 
dementary schools in the city. 

In 1987, two schools are 



scheduled to open. Salem Jun- 
ior High, for which site work is 
currently under way, fronts on a 
new section of Lynnhaven 
Parkway to the west of the 
present Recreation Drive. Con- 
struction will begin in the next 
few months. Parkway Elemen- 
tary will be built on Princess 
Anne Readjust southeast of the 
Carper Navy Housing; the 
school takes its name from the 
proximity to both Ferrell and 
Lyimhaven Parkways. 

In 1988, two more schools are 
scheduled to opoi. Salem High 
School will be built just south- 
west of the new Salem Junior 
High; site *ork for that facility 
has already b^jun. Salem Elem- 
entary will be constructed on a 
tract of land just off Salem 
Road at Salem Lakes Bbule- 
vard. 

Those six schools are the only 
ones currently funded, but as 
many as 12 additional schools 
could be needed by the turn of 
the century if projections of 
school population hold true. 
The most recent studait popul- 
ation for the year 2000 is about 
75,000, or some 15,000 more 
students than are expected this 
year. When that projection was 



made, it was pointed out to the 
School Board that 75,000 was a 
very conservative figure and 
that it was highly posable that 
the numbo- could be higher. 

Based on Septemba* enroll- 
ment figures, the School Board 
will receive an update on con- 
struction needs in the fall. It is 
likely that the Board will seek 
funding for at least one more 
school in the next City of 
Virginia Beach Capital Im- 
provement Program budget; 
that school would be sched- 
uled for opening in 1989. 

The School Board has been 
given two school sites in the 
Malbon Farms area, where 
roads are being built and utilit- 
ies installed, and anotho* in the 
future Glenwood subdiviaon. 
Schools will be built there as 
needed. Meanwhile, school of- 
ficials are negotiating for at 
least two other future school 
sites in growth areas. 

In the past five years, Vir- 
ginia Beach. Public Schools has 
moved from the 68th largest 
school system in America to the 
50th largest. From all indica- 
tions, that upward movement 
will continue.

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Comprehensive Plan guides decisions at Beach 



The Comprehensive Plan, 
first and foremost, is a guide 
for local decision-making. This 
plan should be considered as a 
basis upon which decisions af- 
fecting land use in the City of 
Virginia Beach are made. 

It is primarily designed to 
assist public decision-makers in 
the areas of land use control, 
policy formulation and capital 
improvement programming. 
This is accomplished by 
outlining considerations of 
special concern to the city along 
with a set of strategies to guide 
decision-making in these areas. 
Many of these planning con- 



siderations are City-wide in 
nature and are universally ap- 
plicable in all parts of the City. 
These, in turn, are discussed in 
general terms in the Com- 
munity Planning Concerns sec- 
tion of the Plan and are meant 
to be used in conjunction with 
the more specific strategies for 
each separate study t^. 

This combination of general 
and specific considerations and 
strategies will therefore provide 
consistency throughout the City 
and at the same time provide a 
more specific custom-tailored 
approach to land use issues in 
particular geographic areas of 



the City where unique 
situations exist or are an- 
ticipated. 

The Plan can, in addition, be 
seen as a useful tool for private 
land use, location and invest- 
ment decisions, by providing a 
systematic and comprehensive 
compilation of land use 
statistics, growth trends and an 
official statement of strategy 
covering the entire City. Since 
those land use strategies directly 
relate to change in both the 
public and private sector, the 
Plan should be seen as 
providing guidance to both in 
an atmosphere of partnership.

Community Planiung Concerns 
section; for use at the study 
area level in the narrative which 
accompanies each of the nine 
individual study areas; and for 
use at the site level by the 
proposed Land Use Map which 
has been prepared for each in- 
dividual study area. 

These strategies cover all 
types of residential, conuner- 
dal, industrial and agricultural 
development. For any given 
property, a complete develop- 
ment strategy is provided by 
combining the general with 
the specific. 

Growth accoBunodatioa 

Vinrginia Beach continues to 
grow at a rapid pace. This Plan 
recognizes that growth and 
thew economic benefits 
associated with it.

to one of greater intensity. In 
general, this takes place on land 
which is considered to be un- 
developed or "under- 
developed." 

Currently there are ap- 
proximately 21,000 acres of un- 
developed land in the city over 
which this Plan proposes that a 
conversion take place. This 
Plan provides an orderly 
scheme for this growth to con- 
tinue through a comprehensive 
strategy and specifics related to 
type, location and density of 
development and provides for 
the highest reasonable 
development density within cer- 
tain constraints described here. 
A transition from urban 
to rural "The Green Line" 
Virginia Beach encompasses 
an area of approximately 300 
square miles. The northern half 
of the City can be characterized 
as urban and the southern as 
rural, generally speaking. The 
City's rapid growth is 
proceeding in the form of ur- 
banization moving in a 
southerly direction as land cn- 
verts from agricultural to 
higher density residential, 
commercial and industrial uses. 
The management of this trend 
is essential in order to minimize 
the conflicts which arise from 
thew location of imcompatible 
uses in close proximity to one 
another. 

In addition, the tendency for 
urbanization to expand beyond 
available infrastructure must be 
regulated in order to maintain 
an orderly and predictable tran- 
sition which can be balanced 
with the requisite upgrading of 
facilities and services, from 
those levels necessary to serve a 
rural area to those necessary to 

serve an urban area. 

The Plan therefore provides a 
method of orderly transition 
form urban, where facilities are 



planned or programmed to ac- 
commodate growth, to rural, 
where the facilities are planned 
to serve a predominantly rural 
population, thus maintaining 
the traditional values and 
economies of the agricultural 
industry. 

The place where this tran- 
sition occurs is displayed 
graphically in the Land Use 
Plan and has come to be known 
as the "Green Line". The 
Green Line is the City's most 
effective tool in managing this 
transition. It is shown in this 
Plan and divides the City into 
two geographic parts. North of 
the Green Line lie those areas 
where facilities are adequate to 
support urban development or 
where efforts will be made to 
make them adequate within 
what is deemed to be a 
reasonable period of time. 
South of the Green Line lie 
those areas where facilities are 
not adequate for urban 
development and where no ef- 
forts are being made to install 
facilities to support additional 
development in the near future. 

Some of these areas, 

however, are currently zoned for 
development which would be 
associated more with an ur- 
banized area than with a rural 
area even though they lie below 
the Green Line. Therefore, due 
to their proximity to the Green 
Line itself and the need for an 
orderly transition from urban 
to rural in this general ar6a, an 
implementation plan shall be 
prepared which will phase and 
sequence the provision of 
municipal facilities and services 
for the gradual transition of 
these areas from their rural 
nature to the uses allowed un- 
der existing zoning provided no 
serious environmental con- 
straints preclude such develop- 
ment. The Green Line may then 
be viewed as a line, below which 



rezoning to encourage further 
density increases will not have 
the additional supporting 
facilities, above those set forth 
in the implementation plan, to 
merit approval. 

The Green Line is not a per- 
manent feature, but is subject 
to change as conditions and 
community standards related to 
adequacy of facilities north of 
the Green Line change. 

Fiscal balance 

Along with growth, 
provisions must be made for the 
wide range of facilities and ser- 
vices which must accompany 
this growth. This Plan provides 
a scheme for accomodating 
growth at a level and in 
locations which can be served 
by public facilities in the most 
safe, efficient and cost-effective 
manner possible without 
sacrificing economic develop- 
ment, quality of life, or level of 
services currently available to 
the citizens of Virginia Beach. 

This scheme or plan for 
growth reflects a level of 
development which can be ser- 
ved in a reasonable period of 
time through the allocation of 
limited fiscal resources, in- 
cluding the Capital Im- 
provement Program, budget 
surplus, and other sources. 
Development which is too in- 
tensive, premature or 
haphazardly located, may upset 
this fiscal balance and give rise 
to lower levels of service or in- 
creased levels of spending. 
Compatibility 

The legitimate pursuit of 
some types of land usage may 
inflict an unacceptable set of 
impacts upon an adjacent but 
different type of land use. Cer- 
tain uses therefore may be "in- 
compatible" with others. Com- 
prehensive planning attempts to 
arrange land uses ins uch a way

The two-year Curriculum 
Assessment and Development 
project was one of the most 
comprehensive studies ever 
made by a single school syston.

To earn a regular diploma, 
students who will graduate to 
1988 and beyond are required to

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Historical Society preserves rich heritage 



In 1961 a few far-sighted 
citizens founded The Princess 
Anne County Historical 
Society. As they watched the 
rapid population growth of the 
county since the end of World 
War 11, they were concerned 
over the rapid deterioration and 
destruction of historical sites. 

The history of this area goes 
back to the first landing of 
English settlers in America in 
1607, and since then history 
here is in large part the history 
of our country. An old map of 
1673 shows that there were at 
that time twenty-two substan- 
tial plantation houses of the 
17th Century here, spaced far 
apart on rivers and creeks. The 
"wilderness" of 1607 was 
giving way to an important 
agricultural and shipping cen- 
ter. The "faire lande", which 
had so delighted Captain John 
Smith in his exploration of the 
lower Chesapeake Bay in 1606, 
quickly attracts! others to our 
shores. First this area was part 
of the Elizabeth City Shire, 
then New Norfolk, next Lower 
Norfolk County, then in 1691, 



Princess Anne County. When, 
in 1963, the borough of 
Virginia Beach was merged with 
the county of Princess Anne, 
the whole became the city of 
Virg-nia Beach with the same 
ancient boundaries. 

Princess Anne County had 
played an important part in the 
leadership of the Colony of 
Virginia, suffered through the 
War Between the States, World 
Wars I and II, and the Great 
Depression, yet still remains 
that "faire lande" of so long 
ago. 

The purpose of the Society is 
to protect, preserve and restore, 
wherever possible, all 
remaining evidences of this long 
and proud history for the 
beneHt of all our citizens. 

The Society has acquired two 
historic houses, Upper Wolf- 
snare and Pembroke Manor, 
which they are restoring. They 
have conducted five bus tours 
of these and other old houses, 
put on three country fairs - a 
"Seventeenth Century Faire" 
at Hie Lynnhaven House, with

The 
Yoder main office is in the 
heart of Kempsville, and there a 
retail store is operated by Jonas 
Miller, a very happy and 
pleasant man who is fortunate 
to be surrounded by many 
family employees. Two 
daughters, Alta Marie and Bet- 



ty Jane are bookkeepers, three 
nephews are in the plant, and a 
nephew as a driver whose wife 
is in the office. 

Fifty-five years ago, Eli and 
Elmer Yoder, two Mennonite 
brothers from Ohio, began a 
tradition of kind and caring 
service. Even though Eli passed 
away and Elmer, who is 83, 
now lives in Abb^ille, South 
Carolina, many of the same 
traditions continue. It is a 
piquant experience to visit the 
retail store and be greeted by 
such warm and friendly people. 

Maintaining the fleet of 
delivery trucks and trying to be 
cost effective for gas and 
upkeep, are a few of the con- 
cerns of the board of directors, 
in addition to providing the 
freshest and best quality 
products. The board of direc- 
tors includes: Kenneth Kurtz,

Weyerhauser, and the Nag's 
Head boom in cottage^, the 
area seemed like a good one for 
us."

1,200 businesses a year. This 
phenomenal expansion ranges 
from new restaurants, toy 
stores, hair dressing salons to 
hi-tech companies— assembling 
operations, office, distribution 
and warehousing, and is based 
on many factors. Three of the 
most important are economic 
stability, consumer spending 
and business climate. To that 
end the private and public sec- 
tor can take pride in this ac- 
complishment, since it portrays 
confidence for business oppor- 
tunities in our City, an "en- 
trepreneurial surge"! 

Another positive dimension
